IRISH AGITATION AND IRISH MISERY, 
As usual, the affairs of Ireland continue to trouble and perplex the 
people of this country. Mr. O’Brien and Mr. Meagher have 
slipped through the meshes of the law. Jurors are obstinate. One 
repealer in a jury of twelve has only to refuse a verdict in spite of 
the evidence, and conviction for political offences becomes impos- 
sible. My. Mitchell will, perhaps, be less fortunate than his com- 
peers; but whatever may be his fate, there seems every likelihood 
that the agitation will be continued as before. New leaders will 
arise to take the place of those who are superseded by accident or 
by the law; and Ireland will offer the old and familiar spectacle of 
a miserable and a discontented country. England will be looked 
upon as her enemy; and social miseries, of which every person in 
this country deplores the existence, will be allowed to remain un- 
remedied, as if they were the indigenous and necessary growth of 
the soil. So much has been said and written about Ireland—so 
many and so conflicting have been the statements put forth, that 
the people of this country begin to loathe the very name of Irish 
misery. They would relieve it if they knew how; but the task 
seems to be too great for their accomplishment or for their com- 
prehension. They’sometimes believe the Irish peasant to be un- 
teachable. They always know him to be wretched. At one time 
they blame his Celtic blood, and at another they are inclined to 
blame his religion, for the evils which afflict him; while ever and 
anon, the idea comes uppermost, that the Irish question, vast and. 
complicated as it is, may be summed up in the operation of the 
laws relating to the ownership and occupation of the soil; that, in 
fact, an agricultural country containing eight millions of people 
ought to be three or four times larger than Ireland, to give the people 
a fair chance of subsistence, The Irish peasant is skilled in no la~ 
bour but'in that of agriculture, and that in its rudest form. This 
position leads to the question, whether agriculture can sustain such 
a mass of population without the aid of manufactures? or failing 


manufactures, the cultivation: of “every inch of ground that is, 
capable of it? The peasant does his ‘best to live. 
enormous rental for a potato-patch, without calculating whether 
he can afford to pay it or not. Potatoes are all his diet. He has 
no other resource, unless grass or sea-weeds may be considered 


He offers an 


as aids to his dinners. He lives in a wigwam, and shares it with a 
pig. He speaks a barbarous language, and is in arrear with the 
intelligence of the world. The proprietors of the soil upon which 
‘he contrives to exist look upon him as an incumbrance, the more 
especially as he is but one out of millions similarly destitute and 
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unmanageable. It is difficult to exaggerate the natural capabilities 
of the land upon which he and so many like him swarm. For 
grazing, or for corn growing, it is almost equally admirable. It 


has navigable rivers, excellent natural harbours, water-power suf- 


ficient to turn ten thousand mills, and to grind all the corn of 


Christendom; it has coal and iron, and other mineral wealth, 


every possible facility for becoming a great, a prosperous, and a 


happy country, except the facility of assured good laws, and a 


competent people. By some strange and perplexing fatality of 


mismanagement, its inhabitants have never been able or allowed to 
turn these advantages to any account, and have become at last the 
by-word of Europe, the standing reproach of British legislation, a 
foul ulcer, a perpetual source of disquietude and misery, setting 
all imaginable remedy at defiance. The masses of the people ean- 
not be called civilized by any stretch of flattery or good nature. 
As regards mere physical well-being, the condition of the 
Esquimaux or Kaffirs is preferable to theirs, The weak Irish 
peasant may starve, but the strong Kaffir contrives to live. 
The Laplander can get rein-deer flesh or blubber to supply his 
need ; but there is nothing but the potato, and not enough of thats 
for the Celt in Ireland. All this misery seems to have fastened 
itself upon the peasant, in consequence of the laws relating to the 
occupation of the soil. In those instances in which he grows corn 
he may not eat it. Though he rear a pig, he never tastes animal 
food. Though he keep fowls, he may not eat an egg. Rent absorbs 
everything but the potato. All the other produce is exported to 
England to pay it. When the potato fails, the peasant has but to 
resign himself to starvation, to fever, and to death. When it is 
ordinarily abundant, a perilous fecundity among the people lays 
up a stock of embarrassment for future years. 

Even amid the revolutions of empires, and the overthrow of the 
oldest monarchies of Europe, the world rings with the woes of the 
Trish. France, Germany, Russia, India, America, cry shame upon 
us, that we should, either wilfully or ignorantly, have driven a whole 
people to so wretched a state, and rendered their case too desperate to 
admit of a remedy within the lifetime of a generation. Stung with 
remorse and sympathy, we have expended upon them and their 
brother Celts of the Highlands the hard earnings of our people, 
and mortgaged our future credit for their support—earnings which 
we could not spare without damage to ourselves, and credit which 


The Committee of the National Assembly, chosen to examine the decree on the 
relations of the Assembly with the Executive Committee, having deliberated on 
the three first articles, the object of which was to authorise the members of the 
executive not to assist at the sittings of the Assembly, the Committee, succes- 
sively rejected them, together with the different amendments presented on those 
articles. The fourth, tending to confide the external protection of the Assembly 
to the executive power, was also unanimously rejected. 

The committee, to which the Orleans Family Banishment Bill had been re- 
ferred, had agreed to its adoption. 

The volunteer National Guards from the departments were the objects of at- 
tention on the part of the Government, the National Assembly, and the public. 

The Guard of Honour performing duty at the National Assembly on Monday 
last was composed of a detachment of 500 men of the National Guard ot Orleans. 

M. Tabouret, Deputy Attorney-General at Lyons, who was arrested and ex- 
posed to the most scandalous ill-treatment on the part of the insurgents of 
Lyons, had been at last liberated, through the interference of his friends. The 
Attorney-General, M. Leroy, immediately demanded that the perpetrators of 
that crime be prosecuted ; and the Minister of Justice proposed on Monday, to 
the Executive Committee, the measures necessary for the repression of similar 
attempts. The Minister, anxious to recompense M. Tabouret for his noble be- 
haviour during those trying circumstances, had appointed him Attorney-General 
at Besangon, 

_At the close of last week, and the commencement of the present, there were 
violent disturbances at Lyons, aud for some time bands of the lowest ruffians 
held complete sway over the peaceable inhabitants, Order and tranquillity, 
however, have been in a great measure restored.

Sunday’s “fete de la Concorde,” as it is called, was a grand affair—grand as 
roaring artillery, clanging trumpets, rattling drums, waving banners, uniforms 
of all shapes and hues, glittering bayonets, gleaming swords, gorgeous cars, fine 
statttes, a glorious sun, and an immense gathering of both sexes, all ages, all classes 
—grand as all this‘could makeit. And when night came we had magnificent illu- 
minations which dimmed the softlight of the morn and the gay twinkle of the stars, 
albeit they shone with almost as much brilliancy as the sun itself puts on, when 
at rare and brief intervals it consents to visit you unhappy cockneys ; we had, 
moreover, fireworks, which whizzed and fizzed and sparkled and glittered right 
gloriously ; and we saw too the dismal old Bastile in mimic pyrotechnic show, 
captured o’er again, and again destroyed. Altogether, the day’s display was gor- 
geous. But it had its drawbacks. First of all there was a most awful want of 
that concord which. the /ete was meant to celebrate and personify. Not that I 
mean to say that the people fought, or indulged in open manifestations of ill- 
feeling ;, but the distrust and even hatred, which now unfortunately separates the 
bourgeois (or middle) from the working class, were clearly stamped on every brow, 
aud it was but too plain to see filled every heart. Then there was an almost total 
absence of that light laughing gaiety which generally gives such an indescrib- 
able charm to French rejoicings, and which makes the heart of the veriest cur- 
mudgeon on earth thrill with pleasure. Then there was the universal feeling 
that the fete was ill-timed, coming so soon after the attempted Revolution of 
the 15th, at a moment when many of the people’s leaders, and of those they 
think their friends, were pining in prison. In a word, there was something 
hollow and unreal about it, which struck the most superficial observer. And 
last, but not least, the female part of the grand procession caused most cruel 
disapp»xintment. The programme promised us a bevy of five hundred young 
girls—the handsomest of Paris—dressed in spotless white, with crowns of oak 
leaves ; but the reality gave us nothing but five hundred of the most ordinary, 
most yulgar—in fact, most downright ugly phizzes that eye ever saw. That a 
specimen of your beauty, Parisians! heaven help you! You should have sent 
to England for a supply of pretty faces; there they are so plentiful that you 
could not, if you had tried, have found five hundred so awfully ugly as those 
you showed us on Sunday, 


In revolutionary times we see strange things; but the strangest of all would 
have been to have seen the Provisional Government proposed by the insurrec- 
tionists of the 15th, in which M. Prudhon, a Communist leader, who declares in 
almost every line that he writes, that he does not believe in the existence of God, 
was gravely appointed Minister of—start not—Public Worship ! 

Almost everybody, of every class, trade, profession, and occupation, has suf- 
fered more or less by the Revolution. The keepers, however, of marriage offices 
have suffered more than the others, for they have been completely ruined. At 
these offices, as you may have heard, registers were kept of ladies in want of | 
husbands, and husbands in want of wives; and the office-keepers undertook to 
introduce the parties to each other for a con-si-der-a-tion, with the proviso that, 
in the event of the introduction leading to a wedding, a further payment should 
be made. Incredible as it may seem to those of an English way of thinking, it 
is a fact that an immense number of marriages were effected by these offices 
every year; and six or seven of them cleared, it is said, several thousands per 
annum. 

Notwithstanding the Revolution has prevented the usual Spring Races at 
Paris and Chantilly, the Jockey Club has contrived to give us two days’ very 
good racing at Versailles, and is to give us two more. On Sunday, the French 
Derby was run for, and was carried off by an unknown horse, called Gambitti. 
The Derby in this part of the world is not to be compared with that in England, 
but still is not to be altogether disdained. It brought in about £1000 to the 
owner of the winning horse, without counting bets. There were a great many 
people present, and among them all the leading men of the French turf. By the 
way, I may remark that the statement made by some of the London daily news- 
papers, of the Prince de Beanvau, M. Lupin, M. d’Hedonville, and other of the 
principal turfmen haying broken up their studs, immediately after the Revolu- 
tion, was a gross falsehood. Their racing establishments are still kept up on the 
same scale, and with as much spirit as ever. Even the Duke de Nemours 
has not got rid of his stud, and many of his horses are entered for the present 
races. 


was already too lavishly drawn upon before this generation came 
into the world. ‘The impoverished and nearly insolvent landlords 
looked on bewildered at such misery, most of them unable, many 
unwilling to help. Yet in that destitute country four or five 
millions of cultivable acres of land lie waste, undrained, and use- 
less, never having contributed a bushel of corn or a peck cf pota- 
toes to the sustenance of man in our present geological era. 

Tt seems to us that one remedy at least is here. The owners of 
this waste have never exercised any rights or duties of proprietor- 
ship over it, and they have not the means to reclaim it. The Trish 
may talk as they will about “Repeal ;” but as there are some 
millions of peasants who would willingly betake themselves to the 
task of drawing some food out of this waste land, if they could be 
secured some right in the soil to reward them for their exertion, 
would not this be a remedy better worth trying than any that have 
ever been proposed for their miseries? We learn that the potato 
has been extensively planted this year, and that this, the lowest 
and most easily raised of all food, bids fair to be tolerably abun- 
dant. If so, the old story will have again to be told—the crop 
will again fail—another famine will decimate the land ; and we 
shall again have to go through the ordeal of the last two years. 
One portion of the people will die of starvation, as heretofore, and 
those who remain will talk rebellion, instead of cultivating the soil, 
and be goaded by new Mitchells, O’Briens, and Meaghers into poli- 
tical frenzy. We can, in fact, see no hope for Ireland until the people 
are raised into the condition of bread-eaters; and we can see no 


NATIONAL ASSEMBLY. 

On Monday the Chamber was oecupied with the consideration of various pro- 
positions of private members of little public interest, and which were either par- 
tially or in whole rejected. 

A proposition for modifying the application of the 45 per cent. addition to the 
regular taxation, on account of its unequal pressure, was combatted by the Mi- 
nister of Finance, who, admitting the severity of the tax, yet justified it on the 
ground of necessity, and declared that the Government could not afford to part 
with the resources opened by this exceptional impost. He admitted that 
45,000,000f. had already accrued to the treasury from this new tax. 


means of accomplishing this object except the cultivation of the 
bogs and other wastelands. It is, no doubt, a difficult task ; and 
hard to say, if the people were allowed to squat upon these lands, 
whether they weuld not prefer the easy cultivation of the potato, 
to the more difficult cultivation of superior food, and so reproduce 
the old misery which they now suffer. But, difficult or the re- 
verse, the attempt, at all events, must be made to transform these 
millions into wealth-producers by such means as are available. 
Emigration, even if a million of the people left her shores for 
America or Australia, would not benefit the millions that would 
remain; and the cost of such an emigration, were it other than 
spontaneous, would be so enormous as to: forbid the attempt. If 
there is to be an “Organization of Labour” anywhere under the 
sun, surely the waste lands of Ireland and the Irish people might 
be made mutually available for the attempt. 


FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 
FRANCE. 

The Parisians have indemnified themselves during the past week for the come 
motions and alarms of that preceding, by a grand fete of concord, which they 
celebrated on Sunday last. A description will be found in another co'wmn. 
The public generally, both in Paris and the departments, seem to be fully im- 
pressed with the atrocity of the yiews and objects of the anarchists, and with 
the nature of their providential eseape on the previous Monday. The journals 
dwell upon the interruption of some of the mob while in the Assembly, to the 
speech of M. Barbés when he decreed a “forced impost of 1,000,000,000f. 
(£40,000,000 sterling) on the rich!” ‘No, no, Barbés,” cried several of his 
friends, “itis not that; you mistake; give us two hours of pillage !” 

Those few words, pasion! as they do, Communism in all its naked hi- 
deousness, have irrecoyerably damaged the cause of the Terrorists. There is no 
longer any doubt on the principles and the projects of the Communists and 
Sections, and hence the resolve of all who have aught to lose to defend it to the 
last. Previously the thing was so monstrous, that nobody out of their party 
would believe that designs so atrocious con!d be entertained by any number of 
men’as those attributed to the Communists. This disbelief was strengthened 
by the recollection that M. Barbés was an educate gentleman and a man of 
fortune; that M. Raspail was among the most distinguished chymists of the 
day ; and M. Blanqui a man of ancient family, and of first-rate acquirements 
and talents. It is said, however, in respect of M. Barbes, that the fact of his 

being a gentleman and aman of fortune impressed him with the idea that, to 


place his civisme beyond suspicion, it was necessary for him to go beyond the 


wildest conceptions of his less elevated confederates. “ The intrepid Barbes,” 
says the rumour, ‘‘ cowered before the monster of his own creation.” 4”

Mr. Rush, the Minister of the United States, on Monday presented an address - 
to the five Members of the Executive Government at the Petit-Lnxembourg, 
founded on a resolution of the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States in Congress assembled, passed on the 13th of April, ‘‘ tendering, in the 
name and behalf of the American people, the congratulations of Congress to the 
people of France upon the success of their recent efforts to consolidate the prin- 


ciples of liberty in a Republican form of Government.” 
M. Lamartine replied in a speech characterised by his usual eloquence,

A million was voted, d’urgence, to the Minister of Public Works, to defray ex- 
penses incurred in the national workshops, the hon. minister having declared 
that such a sum was required by the Government that very day. 

TuEsDAyY.—This day extraordinary measures had been adopted for the pro- 
tection of the Assembly. Early in the morning General Cavaignac, Minister of 
War, accompanied by General Bedeau, visited the barracks of the capital, and 
presided in person at the execution of the orders he had given for the security of 
the Assembly. No lessthan 15,000 men were stationed in the immediate neigh- 
pourhood of the Palace, but none were visible except two battalions of the Na- 
tional Guards drawn up on the quays. Nothing around appeared to justify the 
adoption of those measures. Many rumours, however, were in circulation. It 
was said that the sections intended to make a demonstration with a view to ob- 
tain the liberation of Barbts and his fellow prisoners. Others stated that the 
operatives of the national workhouses would present themselves at the Legisla- 
tive Palace in the afternoon to demand that their wages be increased to five 
frances per day. General Cavaignac and the other Government officers, mem- 


bers of the Assembly, were present at the sitting, dressed in their uniform. 


Atone o’clock M. Buchez, the President, took the chair. 
The principal feature of the day’s proceedings was the discussion respecting 
Italy and Poland, and M. Lamartine’s speech on those subjects. 
M. Lamartine said that the question before the house had already en- 
aged the attention of the Provisional Government, He thought the pre- 
sent debate somewhat inopportune, The French Republic, he said, had not 
to deplore a single day of egotism since its commencement. No sooner had the 
Government been installed at the Hotel de Ville than it decreed the formation of 
a Polish legion. In a few days it had made known its principles towards Foreign 
Powers, and he was certain that they were conformable to the real spirit of the 
French nation. It proclaimed that if the Republic coulé be pacifically founded, 
it was the interest of humanity and of thecountry to maintain peace. France 
declared that she would wage war against no nation, but was ready to accept it 
if offered. She had moreover proclaimed that the treaties of 1815 had ceased to 
exist. M. Lamartine then read passages of the instructions he had forwarded toall 
the diplomatic agents of France abroad, in which the policy of France was clearly 
explained. He regretted the expedition of afew Belgians against that country, and 
that of the Savoyards against Savoy, which the Government had been unable to 
prevent. ‘The attack of the German emigrants against Baden was, he said, one 
of the causes of thé discomfiture of the Poles, inasmuch as it had excited an 
angry feeling among the German population against the French, although the 
authorities had repediedly dispersed assemblages of Germans who abused the 
hospitality they received. M. Lamartine then contradicted the report of the 
existence of an understanding between France and Austria against the liberties 
of Italy. No! from the onset, the Provisional Government had proclaimed its 
sympathies, its respect for nationalities; but it also thought that nations should 
purchase their independence at the price of theirown blood. Should Italy, 
however, be'too weak to assert her freedom, France had an army of 60,000 men 
ready to cross the Alps. M. Lamartine then justified the non-interference of 
France in Italy, and read several dispatches from Milan, Venice, &c., to prove 
that not only had not the interference of France been demanded by the Insur- 
gent Governments, but that it would have been actually resisted by them. 


Italy, he believed, did not need foreign aid, but should it utter a cry of distress, | 


should circumstances render it necessary or legitimate, the interference of 
France was certain, and in no case should Italy fall again under the yoke she 
had so gloriously shaken off. M. Lamartine referring next to the Polish ques- 
tion, said that the Provisional Government had considered it to be the greatest 
difficulty of the policy of France and Europe, and that, until it was solyed, 
France could never be at peace, nor maintain friendly relations with the 
Northern Powers. It had accordingly addressed declarations to the 
three Powers, informing them that the first condition of the dura- 
tion of peace between them and France would be the reconstruction 


of an independent Poland. He then explained the cause of the fai 
Polish expedition, which he ascribed to the eternal dissensions eh baa oe 
rated the different races of the Polish population, and proved at all times the 
seourge of Poland. The King of Prussia was not to blame for what had oc- 
curred, nor had he marched an army into Posen to put down the insurrection 
or to withdraw the promises he had made. It was merely to interpose between 
the German and Polish races, which were exterminating each other, and to 
separate the combatants. The Germans in Posen were about 300,000 in num- 
ber, and the Poles 800,000. Prussia would not permit the whole of the Polish 
emigrants to enter the Duchy of Posen, but the natives of that duchy were 
freely admitted, and M. d’Arnim had justly observed that if they extended that 
privilege to all, Prussia would be involved in a war with Russia, and old Poland 
would be the first victim. M. Lamartine could give no explanation respecting 
the defeat of the Poles in Cracow and Gallicia; but the intelligence daily 
received from Vienna convinced him that Poland would, ere long, be able 
to establish herself there on a broader basis than on the side of Russia, 
The only means which could haye any chance of success were friendly remon- 
strances in favour of Poland. As Ministers, he said, we are far from throwin: 
obstacles in the way of the manifestations demanded in favour of Poland; the 
Chamber has the right to proclaim its sovereignty, its sympathy, but * that 
proclamation must not be useful to Poland alone, it must be also to France 
herself, and it is for that reason that we support whatever is likely to attain 
that twofold object. I have deplored more than any-one the scenes of vio- 
lence and disorder which took place in this Assembly on Monday last, and I 
regret that the glorious name of Poland should have been made: the pretext 
for sedition. (Approbation.) These spontaneous demonstrations in favour of 
Poland are not, and never will be, a source of embarrassment for us— 
we certainly never will repulse the warm appeals to justice and to rea- 
son. No, citizens, it is the force of our diplomacy, as it is the ho- 
nour, the eternal honour, of the people of France in the midst of 
the gravest crisis, forgetting its own concerns and its own hunger, to think only 
of its brethren of the north, which it knows only by name. Calumnies have been 
heaped upon us, but know that all the thoughts of the Government and its most 
ardent feelings have been to keep France at peace with the world. We have 
pursued the realisation of that idea in the interest of that people by whom and 
for whom the Revolution was achieved. But that interest, and all the great 
questions connected with it, cannot be made available and useless unless by the 
continuance of peace. (Hear, hear.) General peace was formerly an Utopian 
idea, but now there is an absolute necessity that it must become a reality for 
nations and Governments. Formerly it was said that the victory remained to 
the great battalions, but in the modern day, in our times, victory should be on 
cin ec of right, of justice, and of truth. (Great applause followed this dis.

EDNESDAY.—At one o’clock, M. Buchez, the President, took i 
shortly afterwards communicated to the Assembly two fetes ari ae 
Frangois and Henry d’Orleans, dated Claremont, the 19th inst., and a third 
le.ter of Louis d’Lrleans, dated the 20th, protesting against the decree pro- 
nouncing the banishment of their family. The two former said that they felt 
bound, in consequence of that bill, to depart from the reserve they had hitherto 
imposed upon themselves. They trusted that the sentiment which induced them 
to break silence should be understood. They did not wish to obtrude on the Go- 
vernment the consideration of their private interests amid the grave questions 
that pre-oceupied the country. But, in presence of a banishment decree. they 
could not remain longer silent. They thought that their resignation, on qnitting 
Algiers, when an appeal was made to their patriotism, had been appreciated. 
and they never imagined that they could be rejected trom a country they had 
loyally served—one of them as a seaman and the other as a soldier. They could 
not either of them accept the assimilation that decree established, and concluded 
by protesting against it. The Duke de Nemours, absent from Claremont on the 
19th, declared that he fully concurred in the sentiment expressed by his brothers 
and in their res against the bill. eh 

M. Dorueés, the reporter of the committee to which the Orleans Fami - 
nishment Bill was referred, being called to the tribune, stated oe 
mittee had been unanimously of opinion to adopt the decree, which was as fol- 
lows :—‘‘ The National Assembly decrees that the entrance of the French ter- 
ritory, denied the Bourbons of the elder branch by the law of the 10th of April 
1832, shall likewise be denied to Louis Philippe and his family.” M. Dornes 
demanded, in the name of the committee, that the Executive Committee should 
submit forthwith to the Assembly a decree relative to the private domain and 
civil list of the ex-Royal family, and, as respected the letters read by the Presi- 
dent, he proposed the order of the day, which was yoted. The Assembly after- 
bist decided that the discussion on the Banishment Bill should be fixed for 

riday. 

M. Dronin de Lhays, the reporter of the Foreign Committee, announced that 
it had unanimously agreed to the following resolution :— 

“The National Assembly invites the Committee of the Executive Power to 
continue to follow, as the rule of its conduct, the unanimous wishes of the Na- 
tional Assembly summed up in those words: ‘A fraternal compact with Ger- 
many ; the reconstitution of an independent and free Poland; and the emanci- 
pation of Italy.’” 

This declaration was unanimously adopted by the Assembly. 


SPAIN. 


The advices this week are somewhat more important than usual. A military 
insurrection took place at Seville on the night of the 13th instant, which ap- 
pears to have been of a more serious nature than was at first stated. The peo- 
ple, however, took no part in it. A Colonel belonging to the Staff of Captain- 
foepaael Shelly was killed. The next morning, at eleven o’clock, order was 
restored. . 

Sir H. Bulwer, the British Minister at Madrid, had received his passports from 
the Spanish Government, with orders to quit that capital within 48 hours. His 
Excellency left on the 18th, and M. Otway was to remain in charge of the af- 
fairs of the embassy. Sir H. Bulwer arrived in London on Wednesday last. 

Letters from Seville of the 15th state that the Duke and Duchess de Mont- 
pensier had removed to a country house four leagues distant from the city. 
The insurgents were retiring towards Portugal, pursued only by a small force4 
The arms of the British Embassy at Madrid were taken down on the 19th. 


ITALIAN STATES. 


LompBarpy.—There is little or no news this week from the seat of war. All 
eyes were fixed on the approaching siege of Peschiera, and the head-quarters 
were to be moved to Monzambano, on the Mincio, for the greater convenience of 
the King, who wishes to superintend the operations. The question of the an- 
nexation of Lombardy to the kingdom of Sardinia was becoming the all-engross~ 
ing topic at Milan and the other principal cities, 

The Provisional Government of Modena have issued a proclamation, which, 
after urging the necessity of union in the cause of Italian liberty and independ- 
ence, proposes to open public registers, in which all who concur in the opinion 
that it is desirable to effect an union of the ex-duchy of Modena and Reggio with 
Piedmont, are invited to inscribe their names. The object of this union is the 
formation of ‘a great Constitutional Kingdom of Upper Italy,” on the following 
bases :— 

1. The amalgamation of all the Italians of Upper Italy in one sole Kingdom 
of Italy, embracing the Lombardo-Venetian territories, Piedmont, Liguria, Sar- 
dinia, Modena, and Parma; thus re-establishing and widely extending the idea 
of General Buonaparte. 2. The kingdom to be governed by a Constitutional 
Monarchy, hereditary in Charles Albert and his male descendants. 3. The pro- 
yisional adoption of the constitutional statute of Piedmont, adding to the 
Chambers a number of members in proportion to the population thus united. 
4, The modification and extension of the statute according to the necessities of 
the case. 5. The adoption of a liberal municipal system. 6, Equality of rights 
and duties, 

Letters from Genoa of the 16th state that a violent affray took place at 
Banchi in the morning of that day, in consequence of a proclamation of Maz- 
zini against the decree of the Provisional Government, inviting the citizens to 
decide on the form of government best suited to the country. The people cried 
“Death to Mazzini!” and committed the placard to the flames. 

The latest accounts from the seat of war mention that the operations against 
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Peschiera had begun onthe 18th. The weather had been very unfavourable 
and some of the newly-erected works had been injured by the heavy rains; but 
the anxiety to begin was so great, that as soon as one heavy battery was in order, 
at a late hour on the afternoon of the 18th, its fire was opened on the obstinate 
little fortress. The Austrians replied in a determined manner, and showered 
shot and shell in great abundance. The troops suffered severely, bivouacked as 
they all are without tents on the wet ground, and exposed day and night to the 
incessant rain. 

Treviso still held out against the Austrians on the 16th. This city is naturally 
strong, and situate at the conflnence of two rivers, which fall into the Piave. 
It is surrounded by old ramparts, and defended by a citadel of no inconsiderable 
strength. These fortifications have been repaired, and other means of defence 
and precaution adopted by the inhabitants, who are seconded by 8000 Roman 
volunteers, commanded by M. Ferrari. M. Guidotti, the other commander, has 
been slain. The Commander-in-Chief of Treviso is the Duke di Montefeltro. 

General Durando has retreated to Mogliano, situate half-way between Venice 
and Treviso. 

Napies.—An unsuccessful insurrection took place at Naples on the 17th inst., 
in which 400 of the troops were killed. Subsequently the city was given up to 
pillage by the Government during several hours. The magnificent villas and 
palaces which extended to the sea-shore are, it is said, at present, but a heap of 
ashes. On the conclusion of the battle, which was fought in the streets, a new 
Ministry had been formed under the presidency of Prince Cariatti, and the 
National Guard was disbanded. The French squadron had received on board 
several inhabitants of the city and some Frenchmen who had been arrested and 


released. 
GERMAN STATES. 


OPENING OF THE GERMAN PARLIAMENT AT FRANKFORT.—The German Par- 
liament opened on the 18th. There were about 320 members present, not quite 
half the number of which the Parliament is to consist. The authorities of 
Frankfort had adopted every necessary measure for the preservation of public 
order. After haying met at the Senate House, the members proceeded between 
the lines of the National Guards, who were drawn up on both sides, to the 
Church of St. Paul, the temporary Parliament House; but, long before that 
period, the doors of St. Paul’s Church were surrounded by an immense multi- 
tude of persons, most of them respectably dressed ; and, at a quarter past three, 
that portion of the public to whom tickets had not been distributed were per- 
bent to take their places in the gallery which runs round the centre of the 

uilding. 

St. Paul’s Church is an edifice which forms in its interior a perfect circle, and 
the entire of the lower part is distributed into circles of seats, all turning round 
what may be termed the centre, which was once a pulpit, but has now been 
converted into a throne for the President, with a tribune in front for the orators, 
and filled by seats for the official short-hand writers. Outside of this great 
circle are pillars which support the gallery ; and in the spaces between the pillars 
seats have been reserved for foreign ambassadors, for the ladies, for the report- 
ers of the press, foreign as well as domestic, and also for distinguished strangers, 
to whom the compliment was paid.of giving them admission to some better place 
than that to be found in the gallery. 

The first act to which the Parliament proceeded was to elect the oldest mem- 
per to act provisionally as President, asin the French Chamber. The youngest 
men were taken as Secretaries. M. Lange (Councillor of the Treasury at 
Hanover) took the chair; and, after opening the session by a few appropriate 
remarks, he read a congratulatory letter, or rather an address, from the German 
Diet to the Parliament. A debate arose respecting the form of answer to be re- 
turned, After some discussion, the debate was adjourned. 

No sitting of any interest was expected to take place till after the lapse of five 
or six days. The Assembly would not elect a President till the greater part of 
the members were present. 

The Assembly resolyed, on the 2lst, that the short-hand reports of each day’s 
proceedings shall be printed and published next day in extenso. The committee 
charged with this matter declare—* Ist. That the Assembly does not make itself 
responsible for the correctness of those reports. 2nd. That they are to be sold 
at the lowest possible price that will coyer the cost of paper and printing. 3rd. 
That application has been made to all the post administrations throughout Ger- 
many to allow them to be delivered free of postage.” 


PRUSSIA. 


The new National Assembly opened its session on Monday, the 22nd instant. 
The controversy respecting the return of the Prince of Prussia, which has been 
carried on rather fiercely of late, is moderating; the victory remains with the 
Prince’s supporters; the Ultras have'recently become weaker and weaker by 
every demonstration they have attempted. 


AUSTRIA. 


Vienna has again become the theatre of proceedings of a revolutionary nature, 
which have led to the retirement of the Emperor and the Imperial family from 
the Capital. The commotion and alarm which had been growing up of late 
reached their climax on the night of the 15th inst. ‘The excitement and disaf- 
fection caused by the provisional law for the elections was still further increased 
py an order issued on the 13th for the dissolution of the central committee of 
the National Guard, consisting of about 200 individuals, organized for political 
objects, and which, backed as it was by such a large array of physical force, 
threatened to overawe the constituted authorities. These unpopular measures 
on the part of the Government led to stormy debates in the aula of the Univer- 
sity ; and the students, who had previously sent in a petition against the pro- 
posed Constitution, lost no time in drawing up another, the presentation of 
which they proposed to back by an array of physical force. They assembled at 
the University at an early hour on the 15th, and determined to make the three 
following demands :— 

1, That the military, who during the preceding night had bivouacked in 
large numbers on the Glacis, should be withdrawn. 

2. That the Central Committee of the National Guard should not be dissolved, 

3. That the law for the elections should be declared null and void. 

- The lower class of labourers met in the Brigilten-Au to the number of 10,000, 
and expressed an intention of marching into the town; this was interdicted by 
the authorities. 

An imposing military force was stationed on the Glacis, and the whole of the 
National Guard (the Academic Legion alone excepted) was called out. The 
gates of the Burg were closed, and neither ingress or egress permitted. 

The old Biirger Guard fraternised with the students, who marched out with- 
out orders. Several deputations were admitted to the Burg, and after receiving 
many answers, which were not considered satisfactory, the demands of the stu- 
dents and the populace were ultimately conceded. 

The Ministers next day resigned office; a step which, it is said, ‘would have 
been taken by Pillersdorf before conceding the demands of the people ; but the 
representations made to him of the danger in which the Monarchy was placed, 
and the probability of a sanguinary contest, induced him to postpone his resig- 
nation, 9 

The Ministers had consented to retain their portfolios ad interim till a new 
Ministry was appointed. 

Such was the state of things up to the 17th. 

On the evening of that day, at about six o’clock, an open Jandau, containing 
the Emperor and Empress, drove out of Vienna by the Maria Hilf Gate, the Em- 
peror acknowledging the salutations of the people, who supposed he was driving 
fo Schinbrunn. One hour afterwards an empty travelling carriage, with the 
imperial arms, took the same route, and at nine o’clock four other imperial car- 
riages, each drawn by six horses, passed through the gate. It then became evi- 
dent that the imperial family had left Vienna, This event was made known to 
the astonished population on the following morning, by a proclamation placarded 
on the walls by the Pillersdorf Ministry, which remained in office at the earnest 
solicitations of the Emperor and of the University. The proclamation stated 
that the Ministry had only received a verbal announcement of this departure, 
which was kept a secret at the Palace, and that the Emperor had gone to 
Innspruck for a change of air. It also announced that Count Hozos, the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the National Guard, and Wilezek, had posted after the Em- 
peror, to persuade him to return. 
~The rush on the National Bank was so great to get cash for notes, that it was 
found necessary to shut the gates. Small numbers were admitted at a time, and 
their notes changed. 

The news that the Emperor had quitted the city prodiiced the greatest ex- 
citement. The inhabitants, it is understood, are unanimous for the Emperor 
and the maintenance of the constitutional monarchy. Several ill-advised young 
men took advantage of the confusion which prevailed to proclaim the Republic, 
put the people were excessively exasperated, fell upon them, and would have 
hanged them if the National Guard had not interfered most energetically, and 
rescued them. All were acting in concert for the speedy restoration of order, 
and a deputation had been sent to the Emperor, expressing the universal desire 
that he would come back immediately. 

It is a strange coincidence, that at the very time of the Emperor's departure, 
the official organ of the Court, the Wiener Zeitung, was concocting, 
wards published, a leading article on the utter impossibility of such an occur- 


rence. 
HOLLAND. ’ 

The Members of the Second Chamber of the States-General have quitted the 
Hague for a vacation of three or four weeks. Meanwhile the presentation of the 
project of law for the revision of the Fundamental Pact is necessarily delayed. 
Tt is stated that the new measure is already framed, and under the consideration 
of the Council of State. 

The following Ministry has been appointed ad interim :—President of the 
Council (Vacant); Minister of Justice, Mr. Dirk Donker Curtius; Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, M. le Baron Bentinck, Envoy at Brussels ; Minister of the In- 
terior, Mr. J. M. de Kempenaer, Member of the Second Chamber; Minister of 
War, Major-General J. H. Voet; Minister of Finance, Mr. Ossewaarde ; Minister 
of Public Worship, Mr. L. C. Luzac, Member of the Second Chamber ; Minister 
of the Colonies and Marine, M. Ryk, a Member of the ex-Government; Minister 
of Catholic Worship (vacant). 

This Ministry is neither homogeneous, liberal, nor conservative, but a confused 
medley of all shades of opinion. MM. Donker Curtius, Kempenaer, and Luzac 
are well known to be men of Liberal politics; but M. Ryk belongs to the ultra- 
Conservative or rather autocratical school, whilst the views of MM. Voet, Osse- 
waarde, and Bentinck are unknown. 

DENMARK AND HOLSTEIN, 

The state of inactivity in which the hostile armies have been for some time 
past, still continues, owing, it is generally believed, to the progress of Diplomatic 
Negotiations to bring about a settlement of the quarrel without further hos- 


tilities.

The Military Commander, who on 
the 10th had exasperated the people by a sudden and treacherous attack, has 
succeeded in escaping to Vienna. A deputation from Pesth has left for that 
city, to claim his person and bring him back to his trial. 


GREECE, 
Letters from Athens of the 30th ult. mention that serious insurrections had 
broken out in various provinces of Greece. At Lamia a Provisional Govern- 
ment had been proclaimed by General Velenza. 


TURKEY. 


Accounts from Constantinople announce that the cholera is at present carry- 
ing off from 12 to 23 victims daily. 


CAPE OF GOOD HOPE. 


Advices to the 25th of March have been received. The intelligence from the 
frontier is highly satisfactory. All was tranquil; the various Kaffir tribes who 
had submitted to British authority continued their allegiance, and not the 
slightest apprehensions were entertained of any further rupture. Sir Harry 
Smith has sheathed his sword, and is now cultivating the arts of civilisation and 
peace, by encouraging the erection of churches, establishing schools, diffusing 
education, and promoting agricultural and other pursuits—the great means, 
under Providence, of placing this colony upon a sound and prosperous basis. 


EGYPT. 


Advices to the llth instant have been received from Alexandria. Mchemet 
Ali continues in a very weak state of health; his mind is quite prostrate, and 
the only exercise he can take is in a carriage. Ibrahim Pacha, now virtually 
Governor of Egypt, is daily expected at Alexandria, his Highness having made 
a tour throughout the principal towns in the Delta, where he has been engaged 
in introducing improvements in the cultivation of the land, and in minutely exa- 
mining the accounts of the Government agents. Ibrahim seems intent upon 
introducing the strictest economy into all the departments of Government. The 
works at the barrage of the Nile are all but suspended. The construction of the 
locomotive, intended to cross the Suez desert in five hours, has been stopped, 
his Highness haying no confidence in its success; and many Europeans have 
been dismissed from the service. The arming of the forts in and about Alex- 
andria is being vigorously proceeded with, and the whole of the new fortifications 
will shortly be in an efficient state. An increase to the army is also being made. 
The town of Damietta is being fortified, and Gallice Bey, French General of 
Engineers, is there superintending the works. 


UNITED STATES. 


By advices received this week, we learn that the conventions to be held by 
the great parties, preliminary to the election of a president, were the great 
topics before the American public. The democratic convention was to be held 
at Baltimore, the whig at Philadelphia. 

Mr. Polk had proposed to occupy Yucatan, to prevent England or any 
European power taking it. Mr. Calhoun mocked his precaution and suscepti- 
bility, and asked had the president already discovered another Mexico to con- 
quer? 

Among the many important matters for the action of the present congress will 
be the organisation of the three proposed new territories of Minisota, Nebraska, 
and Oregon, as reported by the chairman of the committee on territories of the 
senate. 

From Washington, under date May 9, we learn that on May 4 bill was in- 
troduced in the senate, from the committee on foreign relations, authorising 
the President to despatch a military and naval force, with arms and ammuni- 
tion, to Yucatan, to assist the white race in defending themselves against the 
Indians, who are sweeping the country before them by fire and sword. 

On the 9th, Mr. C. B. Smith, of Indiana, moyed that the house resolve it- 
self into a committee on the state of the Union, which was agreed to; when the 
house took up the bill for admitting Wisconsin as a state in the Federal Union. 
Mr. Bowlin moved the reference of the bill to the appropriate committee.—Lost. 
The debate upon the merits of the bill was continued till the committee rose, 
reported progress, and, on motion, adjourned over till the following day. 

The President has received advices from Mexico which have not been made 
public, but which are understood to represent the ratification of the treaty as 
highly improbable. 

The Hudson Bay Company have encroached on the United States territory by 
erecting posts thirty miles within the borders of Jowa, the inhabitants of which 
are demanding the dispossession of the intruders, 

The Executive of Virginia has demanded the ‘persons charged with the ab- 
duction of the 77 slaves from Washington city, on the ground that a number of 
the negroes stolen belonged to persons in Virginia. 

The German citizens of New York got up on the 8th instant a magnificent 
funeral pageant, in honour of the patriots killed during the recent revolutions 
in Germany. 

On the 9th inst., a most extensive fire took place at Detroit, Michigan. Forty 
buildings had been consumed when the accounts left. The Steamboat and 
American Hotels were both in flames, and the Advertiser newspaper office was 
entirely consumed, It is stated that one-third of the city was threatened with 
destruction. 


MEXICO. 


The accounts from Mexico represent the Mexican Congress of Queretaro as 
seeking to gain time, and to delay the ratification of the treaty. One paper says, 
that Pena Pena had asked four months’ delay. 

We learn from Yucatan that Governor Mendez has resigned in favour of his 
political rival, Senor Barbechano, which measure has produced increased dissen- 
sions among the troops. The native Indians of that province were still destroy- 
ing, with unrelenting ferocity, the whole white population, man, woman, and 
child. The authorities had applied to the British, American, and Spanish autho- 
Tities at Cuba ; but as what they chiefly wanted was military force, and that 
force could not be promptly given, it is much to be feared that by this time the 
Indian population will have regained all that the Spaniards had taken from.them

WEST INDIES. 


In Jamaica the inhabitants continue to entertain the most depressing appre~ 
hensions. De Cordova’s mercantile circular of the 2lst of April remar's :-— 

“We have nothing new to report of the condition of our market since the 
date of our last issue. The same inactivity and caution, the same want of con- 
fidence and tightness in monetary ‘affairs which then characterised the business 
of the community, continue now to operate against it, to all appearances to a 
more alarming extent.” : 

The columns of the island papers devoted to news are filled with accounts 
of meetings, and their advertising columns with resolutions on the state of its 
affairs. 

The intelligence from Cuba is alarming. The white population of the island, 
expecting a rising of the blacks, had stationed troops in the most disturbed dis- 
tricts, and had arrested some of the ringleaders. The crops were suffering from 


a lengthened drought, and several cattle had died in consequence. 


BRAZIL. 


‘Advices have been received this week from Brazil and the River Plate. From 
the former we learn that the Ministry, which was announced by the last packet 
to be in course of formation, had not been completed. The announcement of 
the revolution in France created little or no sensation. Lord Howden was about 
to return to England in the Firebrand steamer, his mission for the settlement 
of differences in the River Plate having been superseded. 

The slave trade is carried on on an extended scale on the coast; about 5000 
slaves were landed in the neighbourhood of Bahia, in 13 vessels, during the space 
of only two months; and 7000 slaves in the vicinities of Campos, Rio Grande, 
and Rio Janeiro. Several steamers are employed. 

Matters in the River Plate are represented as unchanged,

Advices in anticipation of the Overland Mail have been received during the 
week. The troops have been directed to withdraw from the hill country. during 
the sickly season.

THE FETE DE LA CONCORDE, AT PARIS. 


On Sunday, this long-promised but twice deferred Festival, took place at Paris. 
By the activity of our Artists, who witnessed the ceremony in its several stages, 
we are enabled this day to illustrate the most striking episodes of the great 
pageant; the best accompaniment to which will be the following details of the 
Fete, selected and abridged from the Monday afternoon’s edition of Galignani’s » 


Messenger :— 
PREPARATIONS. 


Before five o’clock inthe morning, the rappel began to beat in all the different 
quarters of Paris, and continued to send forth its quick sharp sound every 
quarter of an hour till six. It then ceased—the National Guards Weginning to 
make their appearance, and detached piquets of dragoons and cuirassiers having 
already taken up their stations at various points along the boulevards, the Place 
de la Madeleine, the Place de la Concorde, and in front of the Palace of the Na- 
tional Assembly. 

In the Place de la Concorde, as early as six, a considerable crowd had 
already assembled, and chiefly of well-dressed persons. Tables, chairs, stands, 
benches, and every thing that could give a vantage-ground to the spectator to 
view the ceremony better, were disposed about in great profusion. Still, all that 
was to be witnessed from this point was the passage of the National Guards and 
other troops ; the great spectacle of the day being in the Champ de Mars. The 
weather was delightful—scarcely a cloud cheequered the bright blue sky; the 
sun shone brightly on the fire-arms and brass accoutrements of the soldiers 
placed on the steps, and beneath the wide facade of the Palace of the Assembly; 
and the tri-coloured flag waved lazily upon the apex of the pediment. 

Although seven o’clock was appointed as the hour for the Representatives of 
the People to leave the Chamber for the Champ de Mars, they did not start until 
half-past eight. In the interim, one had time to remark that they did not all 
pear the same distinctive mark as deputies; some merely wore on the left 
breast the broad red ribbon and rosette, which was adopted after the attack of 
the 15th; others a more ornate article of the same form, embroidered in gold 
and terminating with gold fringe; whilst others exhibited the tri-coloured scarf 
across the shoulder, agreed to in the sitting of the day before. A few even 
scemed desirous of ayoiding the notice which this somewhat glaring ornament 
was sure to draw on them, as they wore it under their coat, so that a small por- 
tion merely appeared across the breast. Some deputies also wore both orna- 
ments. General Cayaignac was amongst the earliest arrivals—a fine, tall, sol- 
dier-like figure, with an appearance of youth in his whole bearing, M. Garnier 
Pages also arrived early, with his long hair hanging down after the fashion of 
93, and his pale keen features giving you the idea of the unsettled mind wear- 
ing out the body. M. Buchez, the President, was also one of those who came 
in time, a heayy but. good-natured-looking man. Meanwhile, an immense 
crowd had assembled along every part of the line of march—that is, from the 
Place de la Bastille to the Champ de Mars. 

‘A little before seven, a large body of the National Guard & cheval, a remark- 
ably fine set of men, took up their station close to the bridge, and along the 
quay. ‘The Garde Mobile arrived about the same time, and placed themselves 
close to the grand entrance of the National Palace. Troops of the line, dra-~ 
goons, and cuirassiers soon followed; a number of officers belonging to the 
staff of the National Guard. thronged in nearly at the same time, and the grand 
entrance being thrown wide open, they placed themselves on each side the whole 
way up the steps, so as to form a double line, through which the representatives 
of the people would have to pass in going down to take their place in the pro- 
cession through the people. : ? 

‘At half-past seven o’clock, the scene from the floor of the portico of the Cham~ 
ber was a most animated one—everywhere troops, people, flags, uniforms, Na~ 
tional Guards mingled together. When, however, the eye became accustomed 
tothe mass, and could single out the yarious parts of the immense whole, it was 
evident that all was perfectly well arranged. Although the whole of the bridge, 
the quays, and the Place de. la Concorde were covered over with human beings, 
it was soon seen that currents were passing freely through the quays in different 
directions. 

The whole of the space seen from the steps was thickly studded with tri- 
coloured flags, borne by the delegates, sent up from the provinces to Paris to be 
present at the fete. They were nearly all the same in their style of inscriptions 
—the top bearing the name of the Department, whilst below was ‘ Vive la Ré- 
publique!” Some of these streamers were richly embroidered in gold; and 
some, in place of the white colour, had cloth of silver. What struck the eye 
most, after these flags, was the vast number of officers on horseback, in bril- 
lient uniforms. They by degrees drew in round the Chamber, and in the end 
constituted the immediate guard to the representatives when the procession 
moved. Troops kept passing down the quays, to form the line on both sides of 
the way, until about half-past eight, at which hour the bearers of the depart 
mental flags moved in, and arranged themselves in a somewhat theatrica. 
tableau in front of the steps of the Chamber. The deputies had by this time col- 
lected under the peristyle, and were ready to start, when suddenly General 
Clément Thomas, the commander of the National Guard, dashed up on his white 
charger to the foot of the steps, and, taking off his hat, announced that all was

The signal being given, the representatives moved down the steps, four 
abreast, but not in any particular order, the Ministers and Executive Committee 
taking their places indiscriminately. M. de Lamartine and M. Flocon were 
amongst the last, but not together. The representatives were tremendously 
cheered, the whole crowd taking off their hats as the cort?ge approached. They | 
went on foot, along the quay, to the Champ de Mars, and were exactly one hotur 
and ahalf in reaching the estrade prepared for them in front of the Ecole 
Militaire. i ; 

We now notice the great features of the procession. Immediately after the mem- 
pers of the National Assembly came the Mayor of Paris, and of the surrounding 
communes, wearing their tri-coloured scarfs ; then followed the delegates of the 
departments. When the latter had advanced a short distance down the Quay, 
there was what may be termed an historical interruption. At this point about 
twenty old men, with a banner inscribed ‘ Vainqueurs de la Bastille, 1789,” 
who had been lying by the way-side, tottered. forward, and in querulous tones 
demanded to be admitted next the Mayor. ‘ We ought,” said the spokesman, 
“to be first of all! Without us how would you have had liberty ? It was we 
who showed the way to achieve great things,” The delegates yielded them the 
pas, though without the slightest acknowledgment of the right of precedence, 

‘After the delegates came the various trade corporations, or compagnons, each 
with some specimen of their occupation. Some of these displays were very 
pretty. The flower-makers, for instance, pore a circular ottoman, with a cor- 
beille of magnificent flowers in the centre, and a plume of feathers in each of 
the four compartments. The armourers carried a large trophied group of arms 
& Vanciennes upon a platform, with a superb suit of armour at each corner. 
The musical-instrument makers had a covered car, drawn by four horses, in 
which was a large group of harps, horns, fiutes, cymbals, pianos, &c.: amidst 
which reclined several young girls in white so many St. Cecilias. Yet— 
amidst them stood a most unhallowed puff—a newly-invented and labelled 
piano! The Bazars de Voyage, also, had a lofty car, fitted with articles for 
« trayelling,” and a number of fascinating compagnes. The goldsmiths bore a 
magnificent vase, from the classical design of Klagmann. | ‘ 

The Champ de Mars was arranged not merely for briiliancy of display, but 
for accommodation. The whole area was coyered with sand, in order that there 
might be firm footing ; and a considerable number of refreshment-rooms had 
been erected. Inthe room of the Ecole Militaire, behind the members of the Ex- 
ecutive Government, seats were provided for about one hundred persons, chiefly 
their relatives and intimate friends; and handsome bouquets were offered to the 
ladies, Indifferent parts of the Champ de Mars were statues erected for the oc~ 
casion; and opposite to the Pont d’Iena were two colossal obelisks. 

The march of the troops and different bodies named in the programme of 
the jeie before the members of the National Assembly commenced with the de- 
Jegates of the departments, each with its banner. ‘That of the Pyrénées was 
carried by a Basque, dressed in the picturesque costume of his country. Many 
of the delegates were accompanied by detachments of National Guards from the 
provinces. As they passed, the shouts of * Vive la République! * Vive? Assemblie 
Nationale!” were general; and there were a few cries of “ Vive la République 
Democratique!” A person in the crowd haying taken up and repeated this cry ina 
marked manner, one of the national representatives, General Lafontaine, cried 
« Vine la Republique” and. asked the person who had repeated the other ery 
whether.there were two kinds of Republic. There was & loud burst of approbation. 
at the question of the general. Thewounded of February followed the delegates of 
the Departments ; then came the members of the Court of Cassation, the Court 
of Accounts, and the Court of Appeal, in their robes of office. Next came the 
colossal statue of the Republic, surrounded by flags, on a truck drawn by four 
horses; and with it the delegates of the Ateliers Nationaux, about 2000 in num- 
per. These were followed by the Delegates of the emancipated blacks, of the 
Germans, Italians, Belgians, and Irish, carrying banners. The Orpheonists 


came next, and baying halted, they executed a chorus, amidst loud shouts of “i Vive 


République. An ther chorus was executed by young females, pupils of the 
fake g-school in the Rue Blanche. Soon after this there was a chorus sung by 
singing i d the Choristes Montaguards; it produced a powerful effect.

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Champs ¥Elysées were also illuminated, from the Place de la Concorde to the 
Triumphal Arch ; and the myriads of variegated lamps and festoons suspended 
across the great avenue had the ensemble of enchantment. 

During every stage of the ete the most perfect order was maintained. There 
was, certainly, an appearance of gaiety; but, says Galignani, “the fete seemed 
to be regarded as an inauguration of better days, and that hope is not extinct in 
the people.” 

The Reforme gives the following statistics of the fete: expense of illumina- 
tions in Paris, 208,000f. (£8000), viz. 30,000 houses lighted with 10 Jampions, on 
an average, make 300,000. In the Champ de Mars, Champs-Elysees, and 
Tuileries, 500,000 coloured lamps; Chinese lanterns, 10,000; becs of gas, 
30,000; Jlampions for the public monuments, 200,000; making altogether 
1,040,000 lights, which, at 20c, each (2d.), represent a sum of 208,000f. It is cal-» 
culated that 1,200,000 persons participated in the jete, and that more than 
10,000,000f. were circulated on the occasion amongst the small vendors of re- 
freshments. It is further stated that 8402 cannon-shots were fired between the

THE ILLUSTRATIONS, 


In the large Engraving upon the front page, our Artist has depicted the 
colossal Statue of the Republic, upon a pedestal hung with white draperies, 
relieved with crimson velvet and gold. The Statue is of papier-mdche, and the 
draperies of stone-colour, so as to give the figure the appearance of a huge 
work of sculpture. This was, certainly, the great object of attraction in the 

ageant. 

The pair of Illustrations opposlte are from the pencil of M. Janet Lange. 
They represent two episodes of the fete: a family at their al fresco refreshment, 
in the Champ de Mars, with the procession in the rear; anda party of females 
in the pageant, bearing a bee-hive, as the emblem of industry, whilst, in the 
distance, are seen other portions of the pageant. 

In the accompanying scene, the Car of Agriculture, with its emblematic group, 
implements, plants and trees, flags, and streamers, and its heayy “coursers ”

and surrounding accessories, form an effective tableau, certainly not the least 
picturesque object in the line. 


GENERAL BARAGUAY D’HILLIERS. 


This brave officer distinguished himself in the conquest of Algeria; and, on 
the organization of the National Assembly, was appointed its military com- 
mandant. In the sitting of Tuesday, however, the General rose, and announced 
that the command by which he was commissioned to take charge of the protec- 
tion of the National Assembly had been withdrawn from him, and given to the 
Minister of War. M. Dela Roche Jacquelin ascended the tribune, and protested 
against the President or any other person or authority having taken it upon him 
to annul an act of the National Assembly. It was the National Assembly that 
had entrusted its defence to Gen. Baraguay d’Hilliers, and the Assembly alone 
could annul its commission. The Minister of War rose and assured the gallant 
general that as Minister of War the supreme command of all the troops had de- 
volved upon him, without prejudice to any special commands held by other 
officers, This view of the case was confirmed by M. Buchez, the President, who 
considered the superintendence of measures for ‘the defence of the National 
Assembly to pertain to the Minister of War. General d’Hilliers persisted in 
saying that he would resign the authority he held, as he would not act where 
responsibility was divided. The President moved that in accepting the resigna- 
tion of the gallant General, the Assembly should vote him their thanks, which 
passed unanimously. 


THE PRISONERS AT VINCENNES. 


In the account of the “Attempted Counter-Revolution in Paris,” given in our 
Journal of last week, we detailed the arrest of Sobrier, Raspail, Cabet, Albert, 
Barbés, Huber, Courtais, and others of the Communist party. 

On Tuesday the prisoners were sent to the Castle of Vincennes, in diligences, 
with National Guards upon the top andin the interior of the vehicles. Barbés, 
it is stated, during the journey, made an ineffectual attempt to escape. The di- 
ligences were also guarded by an escort of dragoons, as shown in’ the accompa- 
nying Illustration, in the distance of which is shown the Castle of Vincennes. 

In the second Engraving we have the donjon of the prison-fortress. 

Vincennes lies about a league east of Paris: it nas for seven centuries been 


celebrated for its chdéeau and forest. The present building was founded in 1337, 
by Philip de Valois. Henry V., King of England, died here in 1442. Louis XT. 
enlarged and embellished the chads which was his favourite residence; and 
during his reign, the donjon, whi r Artist has represented, became a state 
prison. Charles IX. died here in 1574. The buildings were extended by Louis 
XI. and XIV. In 1661, Cardinal Mazarin died at Vincennes; and in 1715, it 
was chosen by the Duke of Orleans as the residence of Louis XV., instead of 
Versailles, till the palace of the Tuileries could be prepared. After that period 
the Castle was used as a state prison, and the celebrated Mirabeau was confined 
in it from 1777 fo 1780. In 1804, the unfortunate Duc ge cad was shot here, 
by order of Napoleon, and buried in the southern ditch of the castle; but his 
body was disinterred in 1816, and removed to the Chapel. Prince Polignac and 
other Ministers of Charles X. were confined here after the Revolution of 1830 ; 
and last year the Duke of Montpensier occupied apartments in it. 

The chateau forms a large parallelogram : round it were formerly nine towers, 
eight of which were demolished in 1818. The principal entrance is to the north, 
through a heavy buttressed rectangular tower, with pointed windows. The 
donjon or keep is a square tower with turrets at the corners: it is situated to 
the west, and in the centre of a square fortified court, with round watch-turrets 
at the angles. It is now used partly as a powder-magazine and partly asa 
prison ; it is ascended by a winding staircase of 240 steps in the south-eastern 
turret, and it commands a magnificent view of Paris. Opposite to this, in the 
court, is the chapel, a fine building of the 16th century, with three spires. 

The Castle has been for some time used as the central depdt of artillery for 
the garrison of Paris, and has been put ina state of complete defence, and 
great alterations have been made here in consequence of the fortifications of 
Paris. In the Fort of Vincennes, not far distant from the Castle, ten leaders of 
the conspiracy are at present confined. 

We find it stated that a plan for the escape of Barbés, from Vincennes, was 
actually in course of execution, he having passed several doors, when he was 
seized by one of the young Garde Mobile, who recognised him. Gen, Courtais, 
we learn, has been transferred from the Luxembourg to Vincennes. 

The Presse says :—“It appears certain that Barbés has attempted to escape 
from Vincennes. He had gained over two of his jailors, but was recognised and 
stopped by a third. Barbes is said to have made some resistance to his being 
carried back, and that instead of being lodged as before on the ground-floor of 
the Castle, he is now confined at the top of the donjon.”

THE ILLUSTRATED LONDON NEWS. 


LONDON, SATURDAY, MAY 27, 1848, 


Tn ill-judged and impertinent dictation of Lord Palmerston in 
the affairs of Spain, to which we directed attention in a recent 
Number of this Paper, has produced its effect. The British Am- 
bassador has been politely ordered to quit Madrid, and has already 
arrived in London. Lord Palmerston took care to state in the 
House of Commons on Tuesday night, that Sir H. Bulwer’s de- 
parture was not significant of any rupture between the two coun- 
tries. We must say that it looks marvellously like one, and that 
people of all shades of politics in England confess, not without 
shame, that Sir H. Bulwer has been rightly served; and that the 
Spanish Government could not, if it had any regard for its dignity, 
have pursued any other course. Not that we blame Sir H. Bul- 
wer. He but followed the instructions of his superior, the Foreign 
Minister, who is alone to blame for the indignity the country has sut- 
fered in the person of its representative. Sir H. Bulwer will probably 
be made the scape-goat in this matter, that Lord Palmerston may not 
receive the full share of animadversion which belongs tohim. We 
trust, however, that Lord Palmerston will take a lesson, and be 
wiser for the future. No one doubts his Lordship’s ability or 
energy, but his discretion in this case has been sgularly at fault. 
To be snubbed by a third-rate power, and to be obliged to put up 
with the snubbing, because we have been in the wrong, is humili- 


ating indeed.

Waite Paris has been restored to tranquillity, and while confi- 
dence after late events has begun to revive in France, the ball of 
Revolution has been rolling in Austria with a velocity that threatens 
to transfer the whole interest of Europe from Paris to Vienna. The 
Emperor of Austria acting, itis to be presumed, under advice, hastaken 
flight from the capital. It is not easy to over-estimate the import- 
ance of the step. The distrust of his subjects which he has thus 
manifested ¢annot fail hereatter, whatever may be its etfect at pre- 
sent, to emperil his position, and complicate the ditficulties that 
surround his throne and person. The flight to Varennes was the 
most fatal act of Louis the Sixteenth. The attempted flight of 
the Emperor Ferdinand to Innspruck is almost equally omimous. 
The Emperor, it appears, has been induced to-return ; but, if so, it 
is impossible not to feel that in Vienna he will no longer be at 
liberty ; that he will be jealously watched by contending gi

OPENING OF THE NEW STEAM-BASIN AT PORTSMOUTH. 


On Thursday this ceremony was performed, in presence of her Majesty and a 
crowded assemblage of distinguished persons, with much pomp. The event had 
a twofold interest, and attracted more than usual attention. In the first place, 
the work itself, which was commenced in 1845, is the greatest of its kind suc- 
cessfully completed in this country, und marks a new era in the history of our 
nayal architecture. In the second place, her Majesty has not presented herself 
to her loyal subjects in so public a manner since the miemorable 10th of April, 
when the security of the throne received so remarkable and decided a guarantee 
from the conduct of the nation at large. By two o’clock everything was ar- 
ranged for the reception of her Majesty; and a very splendid spectacle the whole 
scene presented. Not less than 15,000 people were assembled. 

About half-past three o’clock her Majesty and the Prince landed from the 
Fairy Royal steam-yacht, amidst salutes from the various batteries, and the 
cheers of the crowd. In the space around the platform were collected the Duke 
of Wellington, the Marquis of Anglesey, the Earl of Auckland, Admiral Sir 
po gee Admiral Prescott, Admiral Sir John Ommanney, Admiral Sir F. A. 

ollier, &c. 

The Mayor having been called forward, presented addresses to her Majesty 
and the Prince, which they received very graciously. 

Her Majesty then examined a plan of the basin, which lay on a table for in- 
spection, and which was explained to her Majesty by Captain James, R.E., sur- 
veyor in charge of the works. 

Her Majesty, who stood the whole time she was on the shore, and was re~- 
peatedly cheered, next went over to a party of ladies who stood at some distance 
from her, and some of whom she recognized. 

Her Majesty and the Prince having witnessed the laying of the last stone, re- 
embarked at 4h. 22m. ;jand the fairy having steamed slowly round the basin, re- 
turned to Osborne House. 

The Royal children were on board the tender and the Prince of Wales par 
ticularly was loudly cheered by the spectators. 

At five o’clock the Dockyard Batalion and auxiliaries, to the number of 2200 
sat down to an excellent cold dinner. 


Her Majesty’s birthday being appointed for celebration this day, the 27th inst., 
there is no business transacted at any of the Government or public offices, ex- 
cept the Post-office. 


LATEST FOREIGN NEWS. 
NAPLES. 

The disastrous occurrences at Naples, which we have briefly noticed in another 
column, ave of so unprecedented a nature, even amidst the revolutionary com- 
motions of the present day, that we subjoin some details that have just reached 
us i— 

On the 15th instant a difference between the King and the Chamber lead to a 
breach of the peace, in consequence of which the troops were called out. The 
National Guard immediately raised barricades in the streets, and a combat en- 
sued. After a time the fighting became general, musketry and grape-shot 
being disharged. ‘The accounts state that the King granted a pillage to the 
lazzaroni, upon which a scene of almost indescribable horror followed—for it 
seems a general massacre ensued. Houses were broken into by the lazzaroni, 
and soldiers, with men, women, and children, murdered, and their bodies thrown 
from the windows into the streets below. In many cases, the most horrible 
tortures were inflicted; the victims being pricked in the face with bayonets, to 
compel them to ery “‘ Viva el Rey!” The massacre lasted eight hours, and ter- 
minated in the King’s favour—the surviving National Guards being disarmed. 

On Saturday, the 13th, in the morning, the deputies were assembled in the 
Salle de Monte Olivetto, in preparatory session, to modify the form of the oath 
to be taken at the opening of Parliament. This oath was in these terms: “I 
swear fidelity to the King and the Constitution of the 29th January.” The de- 
puties were opposed to this form, because it was not in consonance with the 
concessions of 3rd April. Saturday and Sunday passed in negociations. In the 
creping, at eleyen o'clock, it was announced that the King would not modify the 

‘orm. 

The deputies, to the number of eighty, met, declared themselves in perma- 
nence, and sent a deputation to the King to treat as to a modification, The 
King refused. The National Guard went in great numbers to Monte Olivetto 
to persuade the deputies to.persevere. About midnight another deputation was 
sent to the palace, when the King demanded time. A modification of the oath 
was then proposed, in which a reservation of the rights conferred by the decree 
ot the 8rd of April should be made, 

The King pretended to accept this, but the Chamber learned that the troops 
had, meanwhile, been ordered out, and force being thus resorted to, all concili- 
ation became impossible. Soon after midnight the National Guard, commenced 
constructing barricades. At half-past one the generale was beaten, and at two 
the troops—infantry, cavalry, and artillery—issued from their barracks and oc- 
cupied the spaces around the palace, the castle, and the market. 

‘Yhe King being informed of the construction of the barricades, ordered the 
soldiers to withdraw, and consented to the Parliament being opened without any 
oath. This formality was to have taken place with explanations on the subject 
of the statute. 

The National Guard, however, refused to lower the barricades except on the 
condition of the abolition of the Chamber of Peers, the surrender of the fortresses, 
and the removal of ths troops from the capital. his being declined, the troops 
were again ordered out, and the squares of the palace and other places were 
covered with armed forces, including a great quantity of artillery. 

At nine o’c.ock, the Swiss troops were drawn out around the castle. At half- 
past nine there was an apparent movement to retreat, but about eleven o’clock 
a musket was discharged by accident, when the National Guard, believing itself 
betrayed, commenced tiring. 

The Swiss and the other troops then opened a murderous fire of musketry by 
battalions, and the artillery commenced a murderous discharge of grape—the 
conflict, in fact, became general. At the barricades of San Fernando and San 
Bridgida the National Guards sustained a fire of musketry and artillery for three 
hours without yielding an inch of ground. On the commencement, the lower 
orders seemed disposed to take the side of the National Guard, but being offered 
by the King and the troops the privilege of pillage, they took the other side. 
Doors and gates of shops and private houses were soon forced, and a general 
pillage and massacre comimenced to cries of “ Viva el Rey!” The signal of at- 
tack was given by three guns from the fort, when the red flag was raised. 

Unheard-of atrocities were perpetrated by the lazzaroni and the troops. They 
rushed into the private houses, and massacred the inhabitants without distinc- 
tion of age or sex, flinging the bodies of their victims from the windows. In one 
house were shot a father, mother, and four children. Other victims were drag- 
ged alive through the streets to be butchered, struck as they went along, and 
insulted by the agents of the police and the soldiers, who compelled them to cry 
“ Viva el Rey? when they refused, they were pricked in the face by the points of 
the bayonets. The Royal guard murdered two sons of the Marquis Vassatori in 
his own palace: the father went stark mad, The palace was sacked, The emis- 
saries of Del Caretto, and, according to some accounts, Del Caretto himself 
were employed in yoading on the rabble to these acts of atrocity. Severai per- 
sons, known to entertain liberal opinions, were dragged from their houses, and 
shot. 

The massacre continued for eight hours. The hospitals were filled with 
wounded. In one Swiss regiment alone there were 800 killed and wounded, of 
which thirty were officers. Government was proceeding to disarm the National 
Guard. - 

The aspect of the city was deplorable. It seemed to be converted into one 
vast tomb. 

AUSTRIA, 

News from Innspruck, dated the 19th instant, ten o’clock at night, announced 
the arrival of the Emperor and other members of the Imperial family in that 
town. They were received with trantic joy by the inhabitants of Innspruck, 
who took the horses from their carriages, and dragged them into the town. 
The Vienna Commissioners, Count Hoyos and Count Wilczek, arrived shortly 
after the Emperor had left Salzburg, and posted after him immediately, hoping 
to come up with him before he reached the capital of ‘Tyrol, 

Public feeling at Vienna is in a wretched state of maudling repentance. The 
Viennese are said to be frightened with what they haye done, and lament the 
cruelty of their beloved Emperor, whose return they hope for, though they dare 
not expect it.

PUBLIC MEETINGS. 


Royat NAvat Scnoor.—The annual general meeting of the supporters of 
this excellent Institution was held on Monday, at the Thatched House, St. 
James’s; Rear-Admiral Bowles, M.P., in the chair. The Council, in their 
report, stated, in reference to the agitated question of opening the school to 
pupils not being sons of officers of the Royal Navy, that, although they still 
adhered to the opinion that the School ought to be so opened, yet, in conse- 
quence of the decision of the special general meeting in July last, on that ques- 
tion, they would not re-open it, but would carry out the other alternative which 
they submitted to the general meeting, in their statement of the 16th of July, 
1847, viz., the increase of the annual charge for board and tuition from the pre- 
sent maximum payment of £25 to £31, being the cost price, reserving to them- 
selves the power of admitting into the school, on the present terms of £25, the 
children of officers whose means would not allow them to pay the increased 
charge. The proposed increase would not have a retrospective effect, but would 
begin on the 25th of December, 1848. Great exertions had been made since the 
last annual meeting to increase the funds. The amount of donations in 1846 
was £604 18s 10d.; in 1847, £504 5s. 7d.; the amount of annual subscriptions 
in 1846 was £593 9s. 6d.; in 1847, they have increased to £702 18s. 9d. 
The number of pupils, when the Council issued their statement last year, 
was 170; it is now 178, 148 of whom pay the present maximum annual 
charge, and 30 are on the gratuitous and reduced list. In accordance with a 
recommendation of the last annual general meeting, the council have adopted a 
rule by which the £10 nomination-right or entrance-fee may, when preferred by 
the parent, spread over a certain number of years, an annual charge of £2 10s. 
being substituted for the payment of £10 atone time. The report also stated 
that the late Alderman Lucas had left a legacy of £200 to the institution, and 
that the Earl of Auckland had again placed at the disposal of the council a 
marine cadetship, to be competed for at the ensuing Midsummer. ‘The Earl of 
Yarborough has invested in the names of trustees the sum of £1000 in the Three 
per Cent. Consols, to found an annual “ Yarborough Royal Naval School Fund,” 
and the amount of the first half-yearly dividend accruing therefrom will be 
awarded at Midsummer to the pupil destined for the navy who may stand first in 
the examination, such pupil having the option of either accepting the “ Yar- 
borough Royal Naval School Fund,” or one of the Admiralty presentations. The 
receipts for the year amounted to £6045 16s. 2d., and the total disbursements to 
£5912 19s. 10d. The report was adopted. A vote of thanks was passed to the 
Earl of Auckland. The election of officers and the other usual routine business 
having been disposed of, the meeting separated. 

Socrety FoR IMPROVING THE CoNDITION oF THE LABOURING CLASsES,—On 
Thursday week, the annual meeting of this Society was held in Freemasons’ 
Hall, Great Queen-street ; his Royal Highness Prince Albert, the President of 
the Association, in the chair. Previous to the meeting, the Prince Consort 
visited the Society’s Model Lodging-House, in George-street, Bloomsbury, built 
to accommodate 104 Working Men. The proceedings at Freemasons’ Hall were 
of a very interesting character. The Hall was crowded; and on the platform 
were the Duke of Argyll, the Marquis of Westminster, Earl Fortescue, Lord John 
Russell, Lord Ashley, Viscount Ebrington, the Bishops of London, St. David’s, 
Oxford, Salisbury, &c. Prayers having been offered by the Bishop of London, 
Prince Albert rose, and addressed the meeting with strong sympathy “ for that 
class of our community which has most of the toil and least of the enjoyments 
of the world.” His Royal Highness, in the course of his excellent address, re- 
ferred to the Model Lodging -house, and expressed his conyiction thatits existence 
would, by degrees, lead to the erection of others, and to a complete change in 
the domestic comforts of the working classes, as it would exhibit to them that 
with real economy can be combined advantages and comforts to which they have 
hitherto been strangers. His Royal Highness resumed his seat amidst loud ap- 
plause. Lord Ashley next addressed the meeting, and read the principal points 
in the report, which was adopted on the motion of the Duke of Argyll, seconded 
by the Rey. Hugh M-Neile. Resolutions soliciting the co-operation of the clergy, 
of the nobility and gentry, in the objects of the Society were also adopted. 
Thanks were then voted to Prince Albert, on the motion of Lord Fortescue, 
seconded by Mr. Labouchere. In reply, his Royal Highness expressed the 
pleasure which he felt in presiding upon the occasion, and assured the Society 
that they had the hearty sympathy of her Majesty and himself in their labours, 
The meeting, after singing the National Anthem, accompanied by the noble organ 
in the Hall, then separated.—Next week we shall illustrate some of the Society’s 
plans. 


THE NEW REFORM MOVEMENT. 


Mr. Hume, M.P., has published the following note relative to his notice of 
motion in the House of Commons :— 


“TO THE REFORMERS OF THE UNITED KINGDOM. 


“ House of Commons, May 23, Midnight. 

*Gentlemen,—You are aware that this evening was fixed for bringing for- 
ward that important motion respecting the reform of the representation, which 
had been decided on, after much consideration and communication with the Re- 
formers of this country, as best adapted to conciliate and unite the largest 
amount of public opinion. 

** A previous motion of Lord George Bentinck has occupied the attention of 
the House until after eleven o’clock, and it appeared to myself and friends 
around me that it was too late to secure for the question that discussion to which 
it is entitled, and I have, therefore, been compelled to postpone the motion to 
the 20th of June, that being the earliest vacant day on the order-book of the 
House. 

** The Prime Minister having seized this opportunity of stating in his place, 
that neither the middle nor the working classes of this country are favourable 
to the reforms of which I had given notice, this delay will afford you (the Re- 
formers of the United Kingdom) the means of making known your opinions and 
wishes in the usual constitutional manner. 

“Tam, gentlemen, your obedient, humble servant, 
“ JosEPpH HumE.” 

Sr. Pancras.—On Monday last, a numerous meeting of the inhabitants 
of St. Pancras was held in the vestry-rooms, for the purpose of aid- 
ing the moyement now in progress for effectuating the following political re- 
forms, viz. shortening the duration of Parliaments, extending the franchise, 
yoting by ballot, and the establishment of electoral districts. C. E. Wagstaff, 
Esq., the senior churchwarden, presided. There were about two thousand per- 
sons, including some Chartists, present. On the platform, in addition to the 
borough members, Lord Dudley Stuart and Sir B. Hall, was a large number of 
vestrymen. The following resolutions, accompanied by appropriate speeches, 
were agreed to:—l. That, in the opinion of this.meeting, the Commons House 
of Parliament does not represent either the opinions, the feelings, or the in- 
terests of a large majority of the British nation; and that this majority, on 
whom falls with most disproportionate and increasing pressure an enormous 
burden of taxation, has no voice whatever either in the control of that burden, 
or any other legislative enactment. 2. As the time for a radical change in our 
institutions has now arrived; as no party can obtain any great and beneficial 
change without the assistance of the working classes; as the working classes 
haye been and are the principal sufferers and the oldest reformers; and as the 
People’s Charter is the only just sufficient measure of reform ; this meeting pro- 
claims its determination to adhere to the principles contained in that document 
whole and entire. Warned by the treachery. of the reformers of 1832, this 
meeting is determined to make no compromise, but to make the interests of la- 
pour the first consideration of the State. The latter was a Chartist amendment 
upon a resolution submitted to the meeting. The vestry, therefore (which had 
convened the meeting), declined proposing any further resolutions, and the pro- 
ceedings terminated. 


Fire AT THE GENERAL Post-OrFrice.—On Monday afternoon, between two 
and three o’clock, a fire broke out at the General Post Office, St. Martin’s-le- 
Grand. When first discovered, the flames were issuing from the upper windows 
of the London district side of the building, fronting Foster-lane. Several en- 
gines were instantly in attendance, and they fortunately succeeded in confining 
the flames to that portion of the building where the fire broke out, which was, 
together with its contents, completely burned out. The portion of the building 
destroyed was used as a bookbinder’s workshop, and it is conjectured that the 
fire was occasioned by a sudden gust of wind (the windows being open) wafting 
some of the paper shavings towards the fire, and thus set the room in a blaze. 

Fire In Huncerrorp Margrt.—On Tuesday night, about a quarter past 
ten, a fire of considerable extent broke out in the eastern gallery of Hunger- 
ford Market, in the Strand. The flames commenced in the hay stores belonging 
to Mr. Milligan, a range of buildings 130 feet long, immediately over a number 
of fishmongers’ shops. The wind, which was blowing rather brisk at the time, 
wafted the flames along with such fury that in less than ten minutes after the 
alarm was given, the eastern gallery, from the tower to the Dolphin Tavern, 
facing the water, was wrapped in a sheet of flame; and notwithstanding the 
torrents of water scattered over the fire, it continued for some time to progress. 
The firemen, however, managed to confine the flames to that portion of the 
market in which they originated, but they were not extinguished until the 
whole of the stores, from the northern tower to the Dolphin, were destroyed, 
and the tavern seriously damaged. The origin of the fire is unknown; but 
from the fact of a fire having broken out in the same portion of the market a 
few days since, suspicion is entertained that it was the work of an incendiary. 
The property destroyed, it is understood, was insured. 

Binrus, Deatas, &c., FOR THE WEEK ENDING May 20,—The number of 
births registered in the metropolitan and suburban districts during the above 
week was 1376, of which 672 were males, and 695 females. This number is 19 
less than that of the preceding week. The deaths during the above week were 
969, of which 481 were males, and 488 females. This number exceeds by 26 the 


_ weekly average of deaths for the last five springs, and is less by 83 than the 
’ number registered during the preceding week. The births this week, it will be 


seen,-exceed the deaths by 398. 


Trintry TrERM ExAmMINATION.—The number of candidates for the ensuing 
Term is considerably less than the last. The persons who have given notice of 
admission are 188, but 66 of these have already been examined, and the actual 
number will probably be less than 100. 

RESULT oF THE EAsTER TERM EXaMINATION.—It appears that 112 candidates 
were entitled to be examined on the 2nd of May; that 110 attended ; but one of 
them withdrew during the day, leaving 109, who brought up their answers to the 

uestions in due time. The examiners were Master Walker, Mr, Kinderley, Mr. 
avies, Mr. Lumley, and Mr. Wing, who passed 102 of the candidates and post- 
poned the remaining seven.

The French Northern Railway continues to be protected by 6000 
troops of the line, and 2000 Gardes Mobiles.

ANNUAL FESTIVAL OF THE YORKSHIRE CHESS ASSOCIATION. 


The eighth annual meeting and dinner of the Yorkshire Chess Association 
took place in the New Assembly Rooms, Halifax, on Wednesday, the 17th inst. 
Though more than one unforeseen and unfortunate cireumstance occurred to pre- 
yent the attendance of several members of the Association, and some distin- 
guished players from distant parts of the country, there was a highly respect- 
able assemblage of the lovers of the royal game in attendance, and the 
arrangements for their reception were upon a scale of magnificence unsur- 
passed on any previous festival of this excellent society. 

Much to the regret of all parties, Mr. Staunton and M. St. Amant, who had 
heen expected, were unable to attend, the former through indisposition and the 
Jatter from holding an official post at the Tuileries, The tournament com- 
menced as early as ten in the morning, and continued, with scarcely any inter- 
mission, till six in the evening, when the belligerents adjourned to a sumptuous 
dinner laid out in the large assembly-room, which was tastefally decorated for 
the occasion with floral festoons, bouquets, flags, and banners. At the ter- 
mination of the festivities, which were prolonged to a late hour, a discussion 
ensued on the subjeet of the next annual meeting; and Huddersfield being the 
next town in rotation, it was unanimously agreed that the next anniversary 
should be celebrated there on the second Monday in May, 1849

But how much better is it to leave out such preliminary 
matter altogether, and plunge in medias res, as the custom was with 
Epic poets, according to Lord Byron: that is to say, in lieu of beginning 
a century or so back, to start with this instant year of grace—and from 
the capital of the world....... 

In the year 1847 there was a railway opened between London and 
Ensom. ‘By this contrivance, ane others of the same kind tending, did 
tens of thousands in the present week make their way into the pleasant 
county of Surrey. Nevertheless, is the road not wholly foresaken—still

But, mingled with these, in most unmeet association, are the darkest, 
direst passions of human nature. There is Craft turning good to evil, 
and seeking its end by the breach of all ties, moral and material: Care 
that smiles to hide the icy agony at its heart: Crime that looks for its 
solace in dishonour. And these are the fruits of their harvest, who have 
made the turf a system of gambling, in which there is immunity for 
plunder; a mighty system that has spread like a plague over the land, 
and is hastening a crisis of demoralisation, which, should it indeed 
arrive, will bring a heayy account against those on whom the responsi- 
bility shall rest. ; 

Change we the spirit of our theme. As the bee finds balm in the 

nightshade, so there is wholesome recreation to be met with at a race 
meeting. Would’st glean philosophy on such ascene? Behold, in front 
of the lawn, which slopes downwards to the course, there sitteth a little 
old fiddler with an oakum wig, who, in default of nether extremities, 
maketh the journey of life in a wooden dish. There he is, considerably 
drunk—oscillating his elbow on the same spot and the same occasion as 
last year, and for half a century previous. What becomes of him in the 
winter is as little known as the retreat of the swallow; no one ever saw 
him between Michaelmas and the ides of March. But the live-long 
summer that ancient bibulous musician is seen ever the same—the same 
in beer and bearing, in fate and fortune, one and identical. Ponder upon 
this—and Destiny, which levelleth palaces and scattereth abroad princes, 
while it maketh immortal the fragment of a drunken fiddler in an 
oakum wig. 5 

Epsom Races commenced on Tuesday, and terminated on Friday ; but 
they were put on the scene by grave portents and omens, several days 
before. Rumours of foul play, already begun, were rife, and more than 
one event of the season pronounced a robbery. Moreover, a new scheme, 
it was stated, had turned up, whereby the problem of winning to a cer- 
tainty was developed. Instead of betting his own money, the projector 
deals with that of his customers in the capacity of an agent. Should 
the horse he backs win—he receives, and states to his employers that he 
could not “ get on.” should the animal lose—of course he announces that 
he did “ put his customers on,” and requests they will furnish him with 
the funds to pay at the settling. This is a very simple plan, and re- 
duces the elaborate affair of book-making to a process as pleasant as it 
is profitable. But we will leave these mysteries for realities amusing— 
for the nonce—for Epsom is very English, albeit less nice in some mat- 
ters of conscience than might be desired. . . The weather on Tuesday was 
that of midsummer ; and, full of the excitement caused by the manceuvres 
of the previous afternoon at Tattersall’s, the amy Sie par excel- 
lence, took their ways for Surrey. On Monday, at Hyde Park Corner, 
the startling announcement was made public that Mr. Green “ would not 
start any of his horses for the Derby except Shylock.” Now, as Swiss 
Boy had been at one time a better favourite in the market than Surplice, 
this was pretty news for the book-makers. How sorry we felt for them! 
The sport was but of an ordinary character: a trifle to whet the 
appetite, as oysters precede the dinner of those who rightly understand 
gastronomy. It opened, as usual, with the Craven Stakes—half a dozen 
starters—Cur the winner. The third was Brocardo: alas! for the mighty 
fallen. The Woodcote, a two year old stake somewhat thought of, brought 
seven to the post—won by Glauca, a filly of Mr, Payne’s; and this gave 
some prestige to Glendower—for the morrow. The Manor Stakes pro- 
duced three heats, whereof the Magnet won two ;,and, of course, got the 
money. Then the Hooton Stakes ended, after four heats, in favour of 
Activity—a long day’s work, at the price. 

The Derpy DAy—andthe anniversary of her gracious Majesty’s na- 
tivity to boot! Oh! auspicious occasion! surely thou shalt be marked 
in the annals of our land with a white stone. ‘The morning broke like 
a dawn of Tempé—cloudless, azure, fragrant. London was early astir, 
and May Fair at breakfast after a two hours’ couch! All the world 
was by noon on the hills of Surrey; all the habitable globe had its re- 
presentatives there— 


Greeks, Romans, Yankee-doodles, and Hindoos. 


The Grand Stand, a pavilion to rejoice the soul (and stomach) of a Sy- 
barite, was filled to overflowing. There were chambers fitted- with 
every comfort and luxury—flowers—fruits—feastings—wines—ices— 
extacies! Nothing could exceed the perfection of its arrangement, both 
within and without. The ring on the lawn was formed about one o'clock, 
by which time the hill on the opposite side of the course was one 
mass of equipage; while from the Peacock to Tattenham Corner 
the running-ground was lined fifty deep by pedestrians, eques- 
trians, and carriages of various classes. Betting was very wary. Those 
who felt they were ruined had no more to do, nor others o for them 
—they were already done. Some few tried to hedge; but of backing 
horses outright nobody thought—nor did any one remind them. The 
hour for preparation was two o’clock, and with the precision of a chro- 
‘nometer the time was kept. ‘Then the saddling in front of the Stand 
began, and the fears and hopes of the spectators to ooze out. Seven- 
teen weighed, mounted, cantered up the course and down, walked 
through the paddock to the post; and, as orderly as cavalry on parade, 
when the flag fell, they skimmed the green surface of the hill as swift 
as a flight of swallows.

While these good things 
were in progress, the Duke of Richmond and Mr. Barne divided the 
Carew Stakes, and Elimia won the Burgh Stakes in three heats. Be- 
tween eating and drinking and lounging about, and the scientific game 
of “knock-em-downs,” the day was extended into the evening; and 
then came the return, happily with less of moving acccidents 
than is common on such occasions. Nothing could be more admirable 
than the arrangements on the especial Epsom Line. The trains did the 
distance under an hour, either way, and the accommodations were 
faultless. 

Thursday is a by-day at Epsom. The weather was still glorious, but 
beyond that the downs had little to attract. The racing was of a very 
inferior caste—the quantity greatly exceeding the quality. 

Friday, the Oaks Day, was again gorgeous summer time. This has 
long been the more especial féte of the fair sex, and it did not forfeit its 
privilege yesterday. ‘The attendance, though, of course, much under 
that of Wednesday, was very good, and seemed as a fitting jinale to 
the most brilliant meeting ever celebrated on Epsom Downs. The 
ea event of the day was thus put on the scene and disposed of.

COUNTRY NEWS. 

MEMORIAL OF THE ScoTTisH RamLway COMPANIES TO GOVERNMENT.—At a 
meeting held last week in Edinburgh, the terms of a memorial to be presented to 
Government were settled. The document states that the companies who have 
subscribed it, namely the Aberdeen, Edinburgh and Northern, the Bathgate, the 
Ayrshire, the Dumfries and Carlisle—have in the aggregate expended in the 
construction of their several lines and branches, £5,460,290; the proportion of 
which, on works yet unfinished, and yielding no return, is £2,472,268. Pro- 
ductive balance, £2,988,022. From this it appears that there is a loss to the 
companies of more than £100,000 per annum so long as these works remain un- 
finished. The calls unpaid which the companies are authorised tomake amount 
to £2,393,385, and the sum they ask from Government in the way of loan is 
£1,000,000. The security offered amounts to nearly three millions in finished, 
and about two millions and a half in unfinished lines. On the other hand, they 


undertake to employ from 25,000 to 30,000 workmen and labourers during the 
next twelve months. 


At the beginning of this week there was a marked difference in the weather, 
the sky, which from the Ist of the month to the 15th was almost always free 
from cloud, became more or less covered by cloud, and the temperature of the 
air declined somewhat rapidly.

A slight shower of rain fell in 
the morning; the direction of the wind was S.S,E. at the former part ofthe day, 
and it was N, atthe latter part. The average temperature of the day was 563°. 
Sunday, the sky was overcast, and thin rain fell in the evening ; the direction of 
the wind was N.; and the average temperature was 54°. Monday, the sky was 
chiefly covered by clouds till the evening ; there was a fine sun-set; the direc- 
tion of the wind was N.N.E., and the average temperature was 61°. Tuesday, 
the appearance of the sky was very varied ; at times it was free from cloud, and 
at other times it was overcast; the evening was mostly clear; the direction of 
the wind was N.E., and the average temperature was 563°. Wednesday, a good 
deal of cloud was prevalent, chiefly cumuli and fleecy clouds; the direction of 
the wind was E., and the average temperature was 573°, and that of the week 
ending this day wa. 563°, being 6° less than that of the week preceding.

Tue Scorch Prrrace—QOn the motion of the Earl of Eexrnron, it was 
ordered that, inasmuch as a person styling himself Lord Colvill, of Ochiltree, 
had failed to make out his claim to vote for Scotch representative peers in re- 
spect of such title, his claim to do so be disallowed. 

The Bishop of Lincoty, in reply toa question from Earl Brownlow, entered 
into a statement, in answer to certain observations attributed to Mr. Horsman, 
in his late speech in the House of Commons, with reference to the Dean and 
Chapter of Lincoln, and to the destitution of certain of the clergy of that dio- 
cese. 

The Prevention of Smoke Bill passed through Committee. 

The report of the Poorhouses (Ireland) Bill was received. 

INCREASE OF THE NATIONAL EXPENDITURE.—The Earl of ELLENBOROUGH, 
in moving for some returns, drew attention to the progressive increase in the 
miscellaneous expenditure which has gone on during the last ten years. He 
enumerated the items upon which he found the most remarkable augmentation 
of expense, and particularly pointed out the large sums of money spent upon 
Buckingham Palace, the new Houses of Parliament, the Caledonia Canal, 
prisons, convicts, general education, arts and sciences, the British Mu- 
seum, &c., during a period when the revenue of the country was un- 
able to support the ordinary expenditure. The noble Earl said that 
he had no hope that for several years to com2 our income would in- 
crease ; and therefore a strict attention to economy was the only way to show 
the people that the British constitution afforded them, not only every desirable 
security and liberty, but that it was compatible with a frugal and rigid economy, 
This was, in his opinion, no time for organic change ; but it was the time for 
postponing every expense not absolutely demanded for the interests of the 
country.—The Marquis of LANspowNs remarked that Governments were not in 
general to blame for increased expenditure, but both Houses of Parliament and 
the public in general, because additional expenses were for the most part forced 
on. successive Governments by the Parliaments of the time being. He in- 
stanced the case of the improvements going on in Buckingham Palace. When 
they were first proposed, Ministers were very severely censured for not building 
a new palace for her Majesty ; and had not her Majesty and the Government re- 
sisted the wishes of the House of Commons, a much greater expenditure would 
have been incurred.—The Duke of RicumonD, alluding to the cost of the yolu- 
minous returns ordered to be prepared for both Houses of Parliament, suggested 
that the price of each return should in future be marked on the back of it; that 
would show to what expense the country was put by the economic members of 
the other House. After afew remarks from Lord BEaumonT and the Earl of 
Harpwicks, the returns were ordered, and their Lordships adjourned.

Lancasutre Exxcrion.—Lord Courtenay reported from the Lancashire 
Election Committee that Mr. R. A. Armstrong had been duly elected. 

QuEsTIons AND Notices.—Sir W. SomeRvitxe, in reply to Colonel Conolly, 
stated that the fishing stations on the west coast of Ireland had fully answered 
the purpose-for which they had been established, inasmuch as they had been the 
means of stimulating the exertions of the fishermen.—Mr. Hum, in reply to Sir 
D. L. Evans, expressed his determination not to accede to the request made of 
dividing his propositions to be submitted this day into four distinct resolutions, 
believing, as he did, that no reform of the House of Commons would be of any 
use unless the four propositions comprised in his motion were collectively 
affirmed. If he obtained leave, as he trusted he should do, for bringing in se- 
parate bills for carrying out those objects, it would then be open to hon. mem- 
bers to support such of them as they approved, and oppose those which 
they considered objectionable. He had well considered the subject before 
he had given his notice. In the case of the Stamford Borough Inquiry into 
the alleged unconstitutional interference of the Marquis of Exeter at recent 
elections, Mr. W. P. Woon, at the suggestion of Lord J. Russell, consented to 
leave the nomination of the committee in the hands of the General Committee of 
Selection.—Lord Patmerston, in reply to Mr. Bankes and Mr. Baillie, stated 
that notes had recently passed between Mr. Bulwer and the Duke of Sotomayor, 
as to how the paragraph which had appeared in the Clamor Publico, with refer- 
ence to his dispatch, had been obtained. The notes were rather of a personal 
and private character than of a public nature; but if he received any informa- 
tion by the next messenger whicly those notes tended to elucidate, he should 
‘waive all considerations as to privacy, and lay the whole of the correspondence 
on the table of the House.—Mr. W. 0. Gorz moyed for a Select Committee to 
consider the petition of John Delaney, complaining of certain proceedings for 
effecting a compromise in the case of the Sligo election petitions, After some 
discussion, the hon. member withdrew his motion, until the pending petitions 
against the recent return shall have been disposed of. 

Pusiic HeartH Biru.—The House went again into Committee on the Public 
Health Bill, commencing with clause 57, On arrival at clause 63, relating to 
the laying out of new streets, the level and width of which to be determined by 
the local boards, Mr. §. CRAwForD proposed to leave out certain words, in order 
to take away the power of appeal to the central board. After some discussion 
the Committee divided, when the amendment was lost by a majority of 66, the 
numbers 19 to 85. The remaining clauses up to 105 were agreed to, leaving 
forty-six clauses and the schedules for discussion on Thursday.—Adjourned.

Tue Natronat GaLLery.—Lord MonTEAGLE moved that there be laid before 
the House copies of correspondence between the trustees of the National Gallery 
and the Lords of the Treasury, respecting the gift made by Mr. Vernon to the 
public of his collection of modern pictures and other works of art. The noble 
Lord said the value of the splendid gift to the public of Mr. Vernon had been, 
if possible, enhanced by the manner in which the gift hid been madey for he. 
had made over this magnificent collection of works of art to the public during 
his lifetime. He considered that such a donation from a private individual to 
the public ought not to be passed over without some notice. The public, how- 
ever, were generally indifferent to these gifts; and this conduct, he must say, 
afforded little encouragement to liberal persons of taste to make such import- 
ant sacrifices. The National Gallery was principally composed of private do- 
nations; the public purchases did not amount to more than one-third of the 
whole collection. This was one proof of the value of encouraging private libe- 
rality in such a direction—Lord Consorne said, that, as a trustee of the Na- 
tional Gallery, he was anxious to impress on the House the necessity of doing 
something in the matter in question, in order to complete the building. Objec- 
tions, he was aware, might be made by her Majesty’s Government on the ground 
of expense; but he was of opinion that the country required it, and moreover 
that people who were sé disposed did not give those pictures to the nation, be- 
cause at present there was no place to put them in.—The motion was then 
agreed to.

EncLisH Dreromacy In Spain.—Mr. Butwer.—In reply to Mr. Bankes, Lord 
PALMERSTON said he had received a communication from Madrid, and he had to 
state that on the 17th instant Sir H. Bulwer had received his passports from the 
Spanish Government, and was about to leave Madrid. There had been some cor- 
respondence, which he would lay upon the table on Thursday. In reply toa 
question from Mr. Anstey, Lord Patmerston said that the departure of Sir H. 
Bulwer from Madrid did not arise from his having received any other appoint 
ment, nor from any rupture of the relations between the two countries. 

Lord G. BenTINcK moved that the House at its rising should adjourn until 
Thursday.—Mr. Hum opposed the motion. A short discussion ensued, after 
which the House divided, und the motion was carried by a majority of 103 to 90. 


FOREIGN AND COLONIAL TRADE—SILK, TIMBER, &c. 

Lord G. BENTINcK moved for a number of returns relating to Canadian 
timber, silks (thrown and raw), cottons, woollens, watches of foreign manufac- 
ture, boots and shoes, &c. His object in moving for these returns was to prove 
that Mr. Gladstone was altogether in error on a former evening in stating that 
his (Lord G. Bentinck’s) information was founded on erroneous data, and that, 
in fact, his whole statement on the occasion referred to was considerably within 
the limit to which the facts would have allowed him to proceed in the arguments 
he had then advanced. In reference to the effects produced upon the silk trade 
by the reduction of the dutiés on foreign silks, the noble Lord admitted it was 
true that a temporary spurt had made things somewhat better in Spitalfields ; 
but this was to be attributed partly to the organic changes which had recently 
taken place in France, and partly to the advice given to her Majesty by the Lord 
Chamberlain, and, as it appeared, adverse to the opinion of her Majesty’s Minis- 
ters, that ladies should appear at the Drawingroom in dresses of home manu- 
facture, thus kindly counteracting to some extent the misery inflicted upon Spital- 
fields by the free-trade legislation of the last few years, which had exposed our 
artisans to a competition which they could not stand with the foreign manu- 
facturer. In fact, within the short period of four months foreign manufactured 
silks had been imported into this country, the value of which would have main- 
tained for a whole year no less than 65,000 persons. He did not mean to ascribe 
the whole of this distress to free trade, but he thought he had shown sufficient 
grounds for ascribing much of it to the changes which had been made in the 
commercial policy of the country. 

Mr, GLADSTONE said that Lord G. Bentinck had failed in his attempt to prove 
that the distress to which he had referred was attributable to the legislation of 
which he complained. The noble Lord had dealt largely in isolated facts, but 
would he boldly commit himself to some proposition which would enable the 
house to infer that he was really of opinion that free trade would be the ruin of 
the timber trade, or that any recent distress in that trade was to be attributed 
to any changes in our commercial legislation, He could not admit thatthe pre- 
sent distress in Spitalfields was attributable to free trade, for similar distress had 
prevailed there in the palmiest days of protection. They should not.forget, how- 
ever, that they had to legislate, not for Spitalfields, bus for the whole kingdom, 
and the general condition ofthe silk trade by no means warranted the state- 
ments ofthenoble Lord. —__ ;

Gibson) had himself pursued for so many years, until he had obtained what he 
wanted. He might rely upon it the noble Lord would not be deterred from pur- 
suing the,course he thought right by any twaddle proceeding from the opposite 
side of the House. 

Lord G. BENTINCK replied, and said that he had no knowledge that his motion 
was notto be opposed until a short time before Mr. Gibson rose, and had, there- 
fore, good ground for retorting upon the hon. gentleman the charge of wasting 
the time of the House. 

The motion was then agreed to. 


PARLIAMENTARY REFORM. 

Mr. Hume postponed his motion for Parliamentary reform until the first open 
day upon the books, which was the 20th day of June. 

Mr. b’. O'Connor charged Mr. Hume with juggling the people by postponing 
his motion, for, although it was past eleven o'clock, there was time enough 
still to commence the debate, which might then be adjourned. He would, for 
his own part, henceforth be no party to a proceeding which he could only regard 
as a mockery, a delusion, anda snare. He moved that the house do adjourn. 

Mr. Cospen thought Mr. Hume was entirely blameless in postponing the mo- 
tion, and advised him, if he wished for success, not to be guided either by the 
advice or the example of the hon. member for Nottingham. He had a 
lengthened knowledge of the hon. gentleman, and he believed he had done more 
to prevent the working classes from obtaining waat they wanted, by the only 
means by which they could succeed, than any other public man in this country 
had ever done. 

Lord J. Russett expressed his belief that the mass of the working people 
neither wished for the plan of Mr. O’Connor nor for that of Mr. Hume. 

The motion for the adjournment of the House was then withdrawn. 

Packine JuRIES IN IRELAND,—Mr. Keocu then moved for returns of the 
names and descriptions of the 48 special jurors drawn by ballot to serve on the 
trial of the cause, “‘ The Queen against William Smith O’Brien, Esq., M.P.,” in 
the Queen’s Bench in Ireland; and of the 24 who were afterwards, on the re- 
duction of the list, struck off the number, distinguishing those struck off by the 
Crown and by the traverser; and also specifying which of the 48 were members 
of the Roman Catholic religion. And a like return, in the case of “The Queen 
against Thomas Meagher.” He condemned the course which had been pursued. 
on the late trials as an outrage on the feelings of the Roman Catholics of Ire. 
land; and wished to know whether the exclusion of persons of that persuasion 
had taken place on the authority of the Secretary for Ireland, the Attorney- 
General, or the noble Lord at the head of the Government, who had so elo- 
quentiy denounced similar practices when pursued by a Government to which 
he was opposed. Of twelve Roman Catholics on the special jury list, there had 
been eleven struck out, and the one leit had been suffered to remain because he 
was thought to be a Protestant—Lord J. Russert denied that the members of 
the present Government were liable to any imputation on the score suggested by 
the hon. member. They were incapable of such. As to what had been the 
conduct of Mr. Kemmis, the Crown Solicitor, he advised the House to suspeid its 
judgment until they had received full information on the details.—The question 
was then agreed to, with the exception of the paragraph specifying the religion 
of the jurors, for ascertaining which there were no official data.—Adjourned,

OBITUARY OF EMINENT PERSONS RECENTLY DECEASED, 
4 JOHN WOOD, ESQ., OF BROWNHILLS, COUNTY 
OF STAFFORD. 
Tis gentleman, an opulent landed proprietor in 
the counties of Stafford and Hereford, died on the 
18th instant, in his 70th year. He was son of the 
late John Wood, Esq., of Staffordshire, by Mary, 
his wife, daughter of Nicholas Price, Esq., of 
Pont-y-Pandy, County Glamorgan ; was born 15th 
July, 1778, and married 26th November, 1807, Mary, 
daughter and co-heir of John Baddeley, Esq., of 
Shelton, by whom he had issue: Nicholas Price, now 
of Brownhills, Richard Mountford, in holy orders, 
John Wedg, Clement Baddeley, Edmund Thomas 
Wedgwood, and Marianne, wife of William Dayen- 
port, Esq., of Longport.

THE BISHOP OF CORK. 


Tus venerable prelate, the Right Rev. Samuel Kyle, 
D.D., was the son of Samuel Kyle, Esq., of Dunginen 
Castle, in. the county of Londonderry, whose family 
came from Scotland in the settlement of Ulster by 
James I. He was born in 1770, and was scholar, 
fellow, and, for ten years, Provost of Trinity College, 
Dublin. He was, in 1831, consecrated Bishop of 
Cork and Ross, to which the diocese of Cloyne was 
added, in 1835, under the provisions of the Irish 
Church Temporalities Act. Dr. Kyle married, in 
1801, the eldest daughter of William Duke Moore, 
Esq., of Dublin. The right rev. prelate died on the 
18th instant, at his residence, Merrion-square, Dublin, 
in the 79th year of his age.

B sree Sratistics oF MANCHESTER.—The annual report of Captain Willis, 
Chief Superintendent of Police to the Town Council of Manchester, was. recently 
presented, and contains the following statistics, collected through the police, 
respecting crime, education, population, and other matters :—“ Notwithstanding 
the temptation to disorder or crime, which it may be supposed distress and pri- 
vation would haye afforded, the peace of the city has been in no year more 
eminently maintained than during the year 1847, and while quietness and good 
order haye been promoted, the apprehensions by the police have in a correspond- 
ing manner decreased. ‘The number of apprehensions in 1847 has been smaller 
by 1042 persons than in 1840, and less by upwards of 7200 persons than in 1842. 
That the discretion exercised by the police on the one hand, and the increased 
education and intelligence of the people on the other, have been instrumental 
in producing a decrease of prisoners, is shown by some of the tables appended 
to the report. From one of these it appears that in 1840, 1841, and 1842, the 
number of prisoners discharged was nearly three-fourths of the gross number 
apprehended, while the number discharged in the past year amounted only to 
one-third of those apprehended; and while, in the former years, the number of 
persons summarily punished by the magistrates was only one-sixth of those

Matilda Paget, Col. the Hon. C, £’. Phipps, Major-General Bowles, Col. the Hon. 
C. Grey, and Capt. the Hon, A. Gordon, occupied the other carriages. Her Ma- 
jesty and Prince Albert were conclucted to their carriage by the Master of the 
Horse, the Vice-Chamberlain, the Liarl of Morton, Col. B, Drummond, and Capt. 
F. Seymour. The august party left the railway terminus by a special train for 
Gosport, and arrived there at one: o’clock p.m. Her Majesty cro: sed over to 
Cowes in the Fairy Royal steam yach t, and arrived at Osborne at two o’clock. 

On Tuesday afternoon, at two o'clock, her Royal Highness the Duchess of 
Kent arrived at Osborne, on a visit to her Majesty. Her Royal Highness was 
attended by her Lady in Waiting, Lady Augusta Bruce, and crossed from 
Gospoit in the Fairy steam-packet.

IRELAND. 


IRISH CONFEDERATION. 


On Tuesday a meeting of the members of this body was held at three o’clock, 
in Mr. Ennis’s great yard, Crane-street, to express their disapproval of the un- 
constitutional and despotic practice of jury-packing for the purpose of securing 
the conviction of political offenders in this country. The yard, which is capable 
of accommodating 3000 persons, was densely crowded in every part. In addition 
to the Confederate leaders, Messrs, W.S. O'brien, Meagher, J. Martin, O’Gorman, 
&c., the platform was occupied by many members of Conciliation-hall, including 
Dr. Grey, Mr. J. H. Dunne, &c. Mr. J. B. Dillon, barrister, was in the chair. 

The Chairman stated the object of the meeting. They had assembled for the 
purpose of protesting against the ‘‘ base, bloody, and brutal” practice of jury-~ 
packing. There were two meanings attached to the mode of trial by jury in 
Ireland; the one was to view it in a theoretic sense, in which it meant a trial of 
aman by twelve men impartially selected from his fellow-citizens, But there 
was another sense in which it must be viewed, and that was the sense in which 
it had always been applied by the servants of British power against those who 
were guilty of the heinous crime of loving their country. (Cheers.) In the 
latter sense it meant the selection of twelve of their bitterest enemies to 
them. (Hisses.) Now, they were the openand avowed enemies of the British 
power in that country. (Loud cheers.) They asked no favour from the agents 
of that power. (Cheers.) The Government officials had a right to make use of 
all bold and open measures against them, however unconstitutional they might 
be; but they (the Confederates) had a right that they should not be stabbed in 
the dark. (Cheers.) They were prepared for the flash of the sabre, but they 
were not prepared against the dagger of the assassin. The speaker concluded 
by alluding to Mr. John Mitchell, calling on them to recollect that, however 
they might differ from him in some respects, he was still a prisoner for Ireland. 
(Cheers,) Heonly demanded that his Jury should not be packed, and that he 
should be shown fair play. (Cheers.) 

Mr. O’Gorman, junior, proposed the following resolution :—‘ That while we 
are willing to identify this Confederation with all the opinions of Mr. John 
Mitchell, we recognise in him the fearless and devoted fellow soldier in the war 
which we are now waging against English oppression. That as such we demand 
for him a fair trial before a fairly selected jury ; and if that demand be not com- 
plied with, and he be convicted by & jury selected for that purpose, we pledge 
ourselves to use all the means not inconsistent with motality, to bring to punish- 
ment all the parties connected with the perpetration of so foul a wrong.” 
(Cheers.) Carried unanimously. 

Mr. Meagher next delivered his sentiments. Alluding to the coming trial of 
Mr. Mitchell, he said, he did most fervently assign to that individual the merit of 
the distinct attitude which the Irish people had lately assumed. He was the more 
willing to make this admission because there were some persons who believed 
that a rivalship existed between Mr. Mitchell and other members of the Irish 
Confederation. He would, however, at once accord to him the merit of having 
freed the soul of the Irish nation from all the doubts and prejudices which pre- 
viously clung around it, and cramped its energies, and taught that new-born soul 
to spring up and behold only one way to liberty—that way in which other nations 
having marched had left in every instance a bright light in their track, tinged, no 
doubt, with afew drops of blood, but yet a path in which even angels themselves 
would not blush to tread. (Applause.) He would therefore proclaim Mr. Mitchell 
to be an imprisoned apostle of the Gospel; and he believed that, as his enthu- 
siasm had descended from Heaven, so from the same source would descend into 
his prison a power that would burst its walls and restore him to his country. 
(Cheers.) If, however, it was not amongst the decrees of Heaven that some 
miraculous interference should tuke place in his behalf, still he believed that 
either there was no God in Heaven, or that justice would be done to him. (Cheers.) 

“Tf you do but wait the hour, 
‘There never yet was human power 
Which could evade, if unforgiven, 
The patient watch and vigils long 
Of him who treasures up a wrong. 
(Loud cheers.) Mr. Meagher concluded by proposing a resolution against the 
practice of packing juries. = 

The motion was seconded and carried. _ 

‘As the meeting was separating the Chairman stated that it was the desire of 
the Confederation that incase Mr. Mitchell was convicted there should be no riot 
or disturbance made by the Confederates.

O’Brien’s jury, took 
the chair. Mr. John O’Connell made his usual speech. The proceedings pre- 
sented nothing of interest.

THE STATE TRIALS.—THE QUEEN v. MITCHELL. 


On Saturday last, the usual Commission of Oyer and Terminer was opened in 
Dublin, before Judges Lefroy and Moore. The greatest excitement prevailed 
throughout the city, as it was understood that Mr. Mitchell’s trial would come 
on that day. At an early hour every passage leading to Green-street was 
thronged by persons pressing forward to Newgate. Little Britain-street, Hal- 
ston-street, and the other outlets from the prison, were guarded by city police, 
and in front of the Court-house were stationed twenty mounted constabulary, 
and a large body of infantry, also belonging to the constabulary. These 
were famed on either side by bodies of city police, and altogether the ap- 
pearance of the streets was quite warlike. Large groups of people were col- 
lected at every corner, but everything was quiet. f 

Nothing of note, however, connected with the proceedings against Mr. Mit- 
chell took place until Monday, when the Grand Jury, before whom the bill of 
indictment had been sent, came into Court at one o'clock, and delivered a true

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THE OPERA OF “LINDA DI CHAMOUNI,” AT HER MAJESTY’S THEATRE.—SCENE THE LAST. 


THE THEATRES. 
HER MAJESTY’S. 

The first representation of Donizetti’s “Linda di Chamouni,” produced on 
Saturday night, was honoured with the presence of her Majesty and Prince 
Albert, the Duchess of Kent and the Duchess of Cambridge—a graceful compli- 
ment bestowed on Madame Tadolini, the new Italian prima donna, and on Mr. 
Reeves, the great English tenor,fon the occasion of their débuts. The reception 
of these artistes was most cordial, that of the tenor being quite overwhelming ; 
they were encored several times; called for at the end of every act; and nothing, 
in short, could surpass the fervour of the audience in their ovations. Thus 
much for the historical portion of the evening’s record: the critical analysis, 
whilst acknowledging the hospitality and nationality so earnestly displayed in 
favour of Madame Tadolini and Mr. Reeves, has to scrutinise the respective 
claims to artistical distinction. 

Madame Tadolini—for years the favoured vocalist of Italy and Germany—-is 
rather under the middle height, and inclines strongly to embonpoint. Her face 
8 very handsome, and her eyes remarkably expressive ; but the rigidity of the 
features is opposed to the depicting of varied emotion. Her organ appears now 
to be a mezzo-soprano, the medium and lower tones of which are of excellent 
quality ; but the notes of the upper octave are uncertain, and exhibit signs of 
fatigue. The part of Linda was expressly composed for her by Donizetti, and 
its vocal attributes are well adapted for her voice. There is a brilliant polacea 
in the first act, “O luce di quest? anima,” full of sparkling divisions; and there 
is also an impassioned duo, “ Da quel di.” 

In the second act Linda has a series of duets, 
Pierotto, the contralto ; next with the Marquis ; 
(who was omitted); and finally with her father, Antonio. These duos exact 
much dramatic intensity, and the mad cayatina at the close a high order of his- 
trionic talent. The scena in the third act, where Linda returns to her native vil- 
lage insane, conducted by the faithful Pierotto, and her reason is restored by the 
lover Carlo singing the strains of the duo in the first act, is trying and difficult. 
Madame Tadolini proved that her high fame had been merited, as a charming 
vocalist ; but in her acting she seemed to be cold and conventional : thus, the re- 
cognition of the parents and of her lover at the close of the opera was like that 


beginning with one with 
then with the tenor, Carlo 
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of saluting ordinary acquaintances, instead of displaying highly wrought feelings 
of excitement. At the finale of the opera she introduced a bravura, by Rossi, 
of Milan, which she sang with considerable effect. When we take into consider- 
ation the number of celebrated singers now in London, Madame Tadolini can- 
not be an ordinary artiste to have produced such an impression as on her début. 

Mr. Reeves’s triumph was one of the greatest successes ever achieved on any 
boards: and yet he appeared in a very disadvantageous part, for the music of 
Il Visconte di Sirval, who woos Linda under the name of Carlo, may be stated to 
be confined to the duo in the first act, “Da quel di,” a weak romanza in the 
second, and an andante in the last act. His fine, powerful, and sympathetic 
voice, however, did not fail in its effeet on the auditory. His romance 
“Se tanto” was rapturously encored; and his impassioned delivery of the “ E la 
voce” in the concluding one was received with acclamations. Mr. Reeves’s 
principal fault is the want of the mezza voce; he is either singing pianissimo 
when he is often inaudible, or he strains for his favourite notes in alt Sortissimo, 
With more repose, refinement, and contrast.in his style, and with attention to 
the pure Italian accent, Mr. Reeves has but few rivals on the Italian and French 
stage. 

Coletti’s beautiful voice and excellent method told powerfully in Antonio ; his 
scene of the malediction, when he recognises his daughter Linda in Paris, as the 
supposed mistress ofthe Viscount, was finely depicted. Lablache sang the music 
of “Il Prefetto” impressively. The prayer, for five voices, sung without ac- 
companiment, was encored, owing chiefly to his artistical skill and the beautiful 
tones of Reeves. Mdlle. Schwartz was too tame and frigid in the exquisite part 
of the warm hearted Pierotto; nor were the various situations in the drama, re- 
lieved as they ought to have been by the humour of Frederick Lablache in th 
Marquis, an admirable comic part, that might have been allotted to Billetti, and 
would have strengthend the cast amazingly. 

On Tuesday night “Linda” was repeated, but without the presence of Mr. 
Reeves. We found at the doors the following notice :-— 

“Tuesday evening, five o’clock. 

“Mr. Reeves having refused to sustain his part in “Linda di Chamouni,” the 
indulgence of the subscribers and the public is respectfully entreated in favour of 
Signor Gardoni, who at the shortest notice has, to prevent disappointment, most 
willingly undertaken the part.” 
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After the overture, Mr. Lee came on the stage and made a speech to the above 
effect. Madame Tadolini was received with great applause, as also Signor 
Gardoni, who acquitted himself creditably in the emergency. 


We understand that the secession of Mr. Reeves has arisen because the part 
of Edgardo, in ‘‘Lueia,” was promised to him by the management, and imme- 
diately on learning that this character had been assigned to Signor Gardoni, Mr. 
Reeves considered that his contract was at an end, intimation to that effect was 
given on Monday last. 


On Thursday night, Donizetti’s “Lucia” was produced, ‘for the purpose of 
introducing Madlle. Jenny Lind in the character of the heroine. When the cur- 
tain rose there were loud cries of “Reeves” from the gailery and pit, which, 
however, ceased on the entrance of Coletti to sing the opening air of Znrico, Lind’s 
appearance was the signal for several rounds of cheering. She gave'the recitative 
“* Ancor non giunge” with much skill, her sustained notes in the “ vieni mia 
veta” being very beautiful. Nothing could be more delicious than her vo- 
calisation in the largo; her series of shakes were splendidly executed in the 
cabaletta, and her high notes came out most brilliantly. On Gardoni’s com- 
ing on the stage as Hdgardo, the cries for Reeves were renewed, but the 
voice of the syren Lind soothed the ‘savage breasts” of the malcontents, 
and peace was soon restored, and the duo terminated with éclat. 

Thegreat point of Lind, in the second act, was in the contract scene; her 
shudder of horror after the fatal signature was a fine conception. Gardoni was 
encored in the malediction—injudiciously, as we think, since it drew forth dis- 
approbation from the Reeves party. The mad scene in the last act was the 
great attraction of the opera; the nervous twitches of Lind’s face—her 
restless, uneasy action—her voice soaring in the upper region, in wild 
strains of melancholy, constituted a charming picture; and she was twice 
called for at the close to receive ovations. Gardoni’s physical force was not 
equal in the dramatic situation of the dying scene; but he was summoned 
before the curtain at the end. 

The house was crowded to excess. The Queen Dowager and the Duchess of 
Kent were in the Royal boxes, with a long array of fashion. (i 

On Tuesday evening the popular and eyver-welcome Carlotta Grisi made her 
first appearance this season, after the opera, in the “ Pas des Elémens,” and was 
received with the heartiest demonstrations of welcome. She comes back with 
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all her most attractive attributes in full force; with the same intelligent speak~ 
ing face and expressive pantomime, and the same striking characteristics of the 
“real” school. The ballet department of her Majesty’s Theatre isnow remarkably 
strong. With Carlotta, Cerito, Rosati, and Marie Taglioni all dancing on the 
same evening, an entertainment is offered more than suffizient to satisfy the 
wildest desires of the most inordinate lovers of the ballet. 


ROYAL ITALIAN OPERA. 


The second performance of Donizetti’s “ Lucrezia Borgia,” supported by Grisi 
and Alboni, Mario, Marini, Tagliafico, Lavia, Polonini, and Tamburini, on Satur- 
day, Was received with the greatest enthusiasm by one of the most brilliant 
houses of the season. : 

On Tuesday, Donizetti’s “ Favorita” was produced for the first time, with un- 
precedented splendour in the mise en sckne. The cast was entirely new to the 
artistes, Grisi being the Leonora, Marini Baldassare, Corradi-Setti Alfonso, and 
Mario Ferdinando, the subordinate parts of Inez and Don Gasparo being assigned 
to Mdlle. Temple and Signor Soldi. Whether it was owing to nervousness, or 
perhaps the want of more rehearsals, the singers, in the first and second acts, 
were not so effective as usual, and the opera dragged considerably. The intro- 
duction of the original divertissement, for which Donizetti has composed such 
pretty music, in the second act, proved also a complete failure, and we recom- 
mend its withdrawal, The third and fourth acts, however, awakened the audi- 
tory from listl2ssness and torpor, and the enthusiasm became unbou:.ded ; it 
was a complete crescendo rising with every dramatic, vocal, and scenic situa- 
tion, and attaining at the finale a climax of overwhelming excitement. The 
plot of the “ Favorita” is familiar to our readers by the English version, in which 
Miss Romer and Mr. Travers so distinguished themselves; the incidents are re- 
pulsive a!beit historical; but the genius of the composer has triumphed over the 
disagreeableness of the libretto. In the entire range of tne lyrical drama we 
know of no act of music more intensely interesting and exciting than that of the 
last act of the “ Fayorita,” and, as acted and sung by Grisi and Maio with 
the scenic accessories of Grieve and Telbin, and the magnificent finale intro- 
duced by Costa, the effect is electrifying. Our artists supply a notion of this, 
splendid scene. The flats, wings, and side scenes have been altogether removed, 
and the monastery is built, as well as painted, on the entire stage. The fore- 
ground is filled with a covered roof in ruins; to the left, looking at the stage, 
are the painted windows of the chapel, with a door leading to the sanctuary; to 
the right, is a huge cross, standing by which, as the curtain rises, is the gigantic 
figure of Marini, as Balthazar, a light being thrown on the cross and figure from 
the lamp suspended before a saint. The broken ruined columns-of the cloisters 
are i!lumined with the pale rays of the moon; the facade of the monastery rises 
in the centre of the stage; whilst in the distanceis seen the gloomy perspective 
of the aisles, lighted with lamps. As the figures of the pilgrims, novices, and 
monks of different orders defile in the distance through the dark arches, whilst 
the organ’s peal is heard, and /erdinando stands in his despair at the foot of the 
cross, the reality of the scene was quite startling; but at the finale, when 
Leonora has expired at the feet of the kneeling Ferdinando, and Balthazar 
stands over their bodies, with a line of monks extending to the doors of the 
chapel, singing the chants of the dead, the funeral knell is sounded, the cur- 
tain slowly descending, it may be questioned whether there be any exaggeration 
in the description of a contemporary, who felt as if a “pall were thrown over 
him, and he was in the midst of a charnel-house.” This scene—listened to with 
breathless silence, except where the vocalisation of Grisi and Mario provoked 
transports of admiration—was followed with the most vehement cheering ever 
heard within the walls of a theatre. r 

We have not space to dwell on the magnificent points in this representation— 
such as the denunciation and malediction of Leonora by the Pope’s nuncio, 
Balthazar, the discovery of his dishonour by Ferdinando, and his defiance of the 
King, &c. Grisi has added another laurel to her lyric brow by her delineation 
of Leonora. Her grand scena in the third act was a wonderful vocal achieve- 
ment, the cabaletta of which was encored. Her share in the duo finale ex- 
acted a similarresult ; and her death scene was as exquisitely sung as it was 

touchingly acted. Mario had his two airs in the first ahd last acts, the closing 
one being rapturously encored, without exception being the most, perfect speci- 
men of impassioned vocalisation that has ever emanated from his matchless 
voice. The fluty tones of his upper notes dying off pianissimo were indescrib- 
ably fine. 

Corradi-Setti’s King was a) great drawback on the cast; he has a fine voice, 
but is cold, and his. style very defective, Marini was not in such good voice as 
could be desired ; but we anticipate much from his Balthazar in a future per- 
formance. - 

Special compliments were justly paid to the choral singing by the encores be- 
stowed on the’** Chorus of Nobles” in the third act; denouncing Ferdinando for 
nis baseness in marrying the King’s fayourite ; and in the “ Chorus of Monks,” 
opening the last act. + 3 

We learn that the next characters for Madame Viardot will be Donna Anna, 
in Mozart’s “ Don Giovanni;” and Rosina, in Rossini’s “Il Barbiere.” Bel- 
lini’s “ Romeo e Giulietta,” Beethoven’s “Fidelio,” and Meyerbeer’s “ Hu- 
guenots” are also in active preparation for this artiste. On Thursday, for the 
extra night, Bellini’s “Norma” was given, for the first time this season ; 
and the last scene of Rossini’s “Cenerentola,” for Alboni to sing her wondrous 
“Non piu mesta.” The portraiture of the ‘t Druidical Priestess,” by Grisi, is 
one of those sublime pieces of acting and singing which can only be met with 
at rare intervals. The grandeur of conception, the colossal energy, the his- 
frionic bursts of genius, the vocal brilliancy, and, not the least of her 


vocal qualifications, the personal beauty of Grisi have, in the en- 
semble, rendered Norma her greatest triumph. By a house crowded 
in every part, she was received with immense cheering, commenc- 


ing with her “Casta Diva,” and roused to furore by her denunciation 
of the faithless Pollione in the terzetto finale of the first act. The duo with 
Adaigisa, “Ah! con te”—the trio ‘* Qual cor tradiste,” were also her especial 
points. There was no end to encores and ovations. Corbari was an interesting 
Adalgisa; Salyi, one of the best Pollios we have ever heard; and Marini an im- 
pressive Chief of the Druids. Alboni was twice encored in her air. 


SADLER’S WELLS. 


On Monday night, Miss Rainforth commenced a second operatic campaign at 
this establishment. We wish the fair vocalist and directress every success, for 
she is an ornament to the musical profession ; but we must confess it would be 
more desirable to witness a combination of all the English singers, in one un- 
dertaking, for then the materials for effective representation of the lyric drama 
would be indeed collected. If Miss Romer, Miss Rainforth, Miss Birch, Miss 
Miran, Miss R. Isaacs, Miss Poole, Miss A. Romer, Miss S. Flower, Miss Rafter, 
Miss Bassano, Mrs. Weiss, Mdme. Thillor, Messrs. Travers, Harrison, Allen, 
Fraser, D. King, Rafter, Phillips, Leffler, Whitworth, Borrani, Burdini, Weiss, 
§. Jones, Horncastle, Stretton, and Sims Reeves, could be brought together in 
one ¢roupe at Drury Lane Theatre, with a really effective band and chorus, and 
an intelligent conductor, a national opera-house might then flourish; but so 
long as every artiste having a voice of any kind, will aspire to be the star of a 
company, there will be nothing but failure. Znasemble must now be the first 
consideration in lyric art; and the individual ambitions of our leading singers 
have hitherto stood in the way of the prosperity ofa national opera house. ; 

Miss Rainforth’s Zerlina is a graceful and pleasing performan:e in Auber’s 
“Fra Diavolo;” but Mr. Frazer is not a tenor of sufficient power to take such a 
prominent position. Miss R. Tsaacs’s Lady Alicash was animated and well sung ; 
‘and Leffler and Borrani were amusing as the two brigands ; but the choral and 
orchestral forces were by no means up to the mark. 


OLYMPIC. 

Mr. Spicer’s play of “ The Lords of Ellingham,” which has, we think, been 
before the public in its printed form six or seven years, has just been produced 
at the Olympic Theatre, and to judge from the applause with which 
it was received, with success. In construction it is very dramatic, re- 
sembling one of the high-pressure Boulevard pieces in its action, which may be 
termed for the most part toxicological, inasmuch as the heroine, Edith (Mrs. 
Mowatt), poisons herself; the hero, Lawrency (Mr. G. V. Brooke), is poisoned by 
a discarded mistress; and his cousin, Zatymer (Mr. Davenport), is poisoned by 
Lawrency. All these personages die, in addition to others : indeed, the foreign 
gentleman who sat in the pit when the English actors were in Paris, and counted 
the deaths in ‘ Hamlet,” one after another, with increasing astonishment at 
each, might have found equal matter for wonder. 

The story is too complicated to give in detail. The epoch chosen is the com- 
mencement of the seventeenth century, atthe period of the Arabella Stuart 
conspiracy, which is made available for some of the purposes of the drama, La- 
tymer being lured into the ota Lawrency, and then betrayed by him, and

ib yet sein ise to Mr. Spicer’s other acted productions, “Judge 
Jeffreys” and “Honesty.” It is too wire-drawn, playing nearly four hours, 
from the old defect of using twenty words where one would be sufficient. 
The sentiment of the long speech of Zawrency, in which he explains his hatred 
of Latymer, has been compressed, in the “ Wreck Ashore,” into Nalf-a-dozen 
dines, when Miles Bertram says, “‘ Walter Barnard, you have ever been my rock 
ahead,” &c.; and other examples could be produced. It was very well acted, 
and put upon the stage in a praiseworthy manner. Mr. G. V. Brooke was quite 
‘at home in the villain, and Mr. Davenport somewhat ranted against him. Miss 
Duret played sensibly, and with great effect; and Mrs. Mowatt was equally 
‘worthy of commendation, as was also the ‘‘make-up” of Mr. C. Stirling as a 
gaoler. The applause at the conclusion was very hearty. All the principal 
performers had to re-appear, and Mr. Spicer bowed his acknowledgments, in 
reply to a loud call for the author. 


There has been nothing this week to chronicle of any consequence in the 
dramatie world, for the excitement attendant upon the meeting at Epsom has 
absorbed every other fecling. Indeed, the only novelty presented to the public 
at the theatres has been a little farce at the ADELPuHt, called ‘‘The Derby Day,’ 
an apropos interlude, in which Mr. Wright, Mr. Paul Bedford, Miss Woolgar, 
and Mrs. Frank Matthews contrive to keep their audience in roars of laughter, 
more hearty than agreeable this hot weather. 

The Princess’ Theatre has been closed -altogether ; and the Haymankrr has 
een obliged to fall back upon its old stock comedies, in consequence of the in- 

osition of Mr. Charles a Slee! pie to have reappeared on Monday in

used, an utter failure will be the result. We await the opening of the theatre 
with some curiosity. : 

James’ THEATRE, Mr. Mitchell has engaged the entire troupe from 
the Palais Royal. 


INTERCOURSE WITH THE CoNTINENT.—The number of passengers between 
England and Boulogne during the week ending the 2lst of May was 1120. Of 
this number 426 were from England to Boulogne, and 704 from Boulogne to 
England. Ot the former 273 were from Folkestone, 68 from Dover, and 85 from 
London. Of the latter 440 were to Folkestone, 123 to Dover, and 141 to Lon- 
don. The week preceding the above, there were 692 passengers to, and 874 
from Boulogne. The total number of passengers between England and Calais 
during the above week was 195. 

Tae DUKE oF WELLINGTON AND THE “ CELESTIAL’? Warriors.—When the 
Duke of Wellington visited the Chinese junk, the other day, the crew went 
through their pike and shield exercise, illustrating, by a variety of rapid motions, 
the national method of attack and defence. His Grace appeared much pleased 
with the gymnastics of the executants, remarking to Lady Wilton how quickly 
they came to the guard, and how effectively they defended themselves when sup- 
posed to be surrounded by enemies. The shields are made of plaited rattan, and 
being light, a disarmed man can use two of them with facility and effect, parry- 
ing thrusts before, behind, and at either side, almost at one and the same moment. 
The Duke, after witnessing the performances of the men, made them a present 
of three sovereigns.

MONETARY TRANSACTIONS OF THE WEEK. 
(From our City Correspondent.) 


The protectionist theory, ‘‘ that the home trade of the country is the sup- 
port of its manufactures,” is likely to be inconveniently tested. Orders from 
abroad, given previously to the commencement of the present unsettled state 
of affairs, are now daily countermanded, without any probability of their being 
required for an indefinite period. This absence of demand, taken in connex- 
ion with the immense increased capacity of production attained within the last 
few years, renders a large home trade insufficient to afford employment for one 
half of the labour or capital that has been latterly devoted to industrial pur- 
suits. The state of the manufacturing districts offers a melancholy proof of the 
former, while the high price of Consols during such a period of European disor- 
ganization corroborates the latter. Such a position of affairs cannot be regarded 
without dread, the more particularly as no period, however remote, can be 
assigned for its termination. 

There was considerable firmness in the English Market at opening on Monday, 
and the day passed with scarcely a fluctuation in Consols, which quoted 843 to 
# atthe close. Tuesday’s Market opened with much buoyancy, and Consols ad- 
vanced to 84%, but, later in the day, the news of our Minister having been 
peremptorily ordered to quit Madrid within forty-eight hours, caused an im- 
mediate reaction, and the closing price was 84. Nor did the tenor of Wednes- 
day’s news from Austria tend to improve the feeling of uncertainty that had 
previously existed. Consols declined to 83% 3 during the day, but afterwards 
closed at 84, On Thursday, however, there was more steadiness, Consols opening 
at 844, afterwards receding to 833 84, and ultimately quoting 84: to 4. Exchequer 
Bills have been on rather less demand; and the June bills are about 4s.lower. The 
impossibility of finding temporary employment for capital is the principal cause 
of the price of Consols, to which, perhaps, may be added the shortening of the 
intervals between the account days, thus increasing the risk of heavy bearing 
operations. At the close of the week the market was steady, at the following 
quotations :—Bank Stock, 193; Reduced, 823; Three per Cent. Consols An- 
nuities, 844; New Three-and-a-Quarter per Cent. Annuities, 832; Long Annu- 
ities, 84; India Stock, 234; India Bonds, £1000, 21 pm ; Ditto, under £1000, 
25 pm ; Consols for Account, $43 ; Exchequer Bills, £1000, 41 pm ; £500, 44§pm 5 
Ditto Advertised, 27 pm. 

The only change of any consequence in the Foreign Market has been in the 
prices of Spanish Stock, in which a fall of two per cent. occurred upon the 
news transpiring of the peremptory order for the departure of the English Mi- 
nister from Madrid. Spanish Five per Cents on Monday quoted 123, and on 
Tuesday receded to 12. The Three per Cents quoted 23, receding to 21}. 
Mexican has not fluctuated beyond ¢ per Cent, and on the other Securities no 
material variation has been registered. ‘The closing rates are :—Brazilian 
Bonds, 70; Chilian Bonds, Six per Cent.,80; Grenada Bonds, One per Cent., 12; 
Mexican, Five per Cent., 1846, 153; Ditto, Account, 15g; Portuguese, Three per 
Cent., 15; Spanish Five per Cent., 1840, 12; Ditto, Passive, 33; Ditto, Three per 
piso att ; Ditto, Account, 214; Dutch Four per Cent., 61; Ditto, Ac- 
count, 61. 

The Share Market has been tolerably firm during the week, but there is no 
indication of furthe: improvement. Growing dissatisfaction is evinced at the 
indisposition of directions of established lines to close the capital account, and 
this tends materially to affect the value of the stock in the market. Shares in 
new lines are but little dealt in, the prospect of completion, while European 
affairs remain in such an unsettled state, appearing very doubtful. The state of
